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INTRODUCTION 

On the 113 rolls of this microfilm publication are reproduced 
the records of Case VI, United States of America v. Carl Krauch 
et al. (I. G. Farben Case), 1 of the 12 trials of war criminals 
conducted by the U.S. Government from 1946 to 1949 at Nuernberg 
subsequent to the International Military Tribunal (IMT) held in 
the same city. These records consist of German- and English- 
language versions of official transcripts of court proceedings, 
prosecution and defense briefs and statements, and defendants' 
final pleas as well as prosecution and defense exhibits and 
document books in one language or the other. Also included are 
minute books, the official court file, order and judgment books, 
clemency petitions, and finding aids to the documents. 

The transcripts of this trial, assembled in 2 sets of 43 
bound volumes (1 set in German and 1 in English), are the re¬ 
corded daily trial proceedings. Prosecution statements and briefs 
are also in both languages but unbound, as are the final pleas 
of the defendants delivered by counsel or defendants and sub¬ 
mitted by the attorneys to the court. Unbound prosecution 
exhibits, numbered 1-2270 and 2300-2354, are essentially those 
documents frcra various fAiernberg record series, particularly the 
NI (Nuernberg Industrialist) Series, and other sources offered 
in evidence by the prosecution in this case. Defense exhibits, 
also unbound, arc predominantly affidavits by various persons. 

They are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder numerically, 
along with two groups of exhibits submitted in the general interest 
of all defendants. Both prosecution and defense document books 
consist of full or partial translations of exhibits into English. 
Loosely bound in folders, they provide an indication of the order 
in which the exhibits were presented before the tribunal. 

Minute books, in two bound volumes, summarize the transcripts. 
The official court file, in nine bound volumes, includes the 
progress docket, the indictment, and amended indictment and the 
service thereof; applications for and appointments of defense 
counsel and defense witnesses and prosecution comments thereto; 
defendants' application for documents; motions and reports; uniform 
rules of procedures; and appendixes. The order and judgment 
books, in two bound volumes, represent the signed orders, judg¬ 
ments, and opinions of the tribunal as well as sentences and 
commitment papers. Defendants' clemency petitions, in three bound 
volumes, were directed to the military governor, the Judge Advocate 
General, and the U.S. District Court for the District of Columbia. 
The finding aids summarize transcripts, exhibits, and the official 
court file. 

Case VI was heard by U.S. Military Tribunal VI from August 14, 
1947, to July 30, 1948. Along with records of other Nuernberg 
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and Far East war crimes trials, the records of this case are part 
of the National Archives Collection of World War II War Crimes 
Records, Record Group 238. 

The I. G. Farben Case was 1 of 12 separate proceedings held 
before several U.S. Military Tribunals at Nuernberg in the U.S. 
Zone of Occupation in Germany against officials or citizens of 
the Third Reich, as follows:

Authority for the proceedings of the IMT against the major 
Nazi war criminals derived from the Declaration on German 
Atrocities (Moscow Declaration) released November 1, 1943; 
Executive Order 9547 of May 2, 1945; the London Agreement of 
August 8, 1945; the Berlin Protocol of October 6, 1945; and the 
IMT Charter. 

Authority for the 12 subsequent*cases stemmed mainly from 
Control Council Law 10 of December 20, 1945, and was reinforced 
by Executive Order 9679 of January 16, 1946; U.S. Military 
Government Ordinances 7 and 11 of October 18, 1946, and Feb¬ 
ruary 17, 1947, respectively; and U.S. Forces, European Theater 
General Order 301 of October 24, 1946. Procedures applied by 
U.S. Military Tribunals in the subsequent proceedings were pat¬ 
terned after those of the IMT and further developed in the 12 
cases, which required over 1,200 days of court sessions and 
generated more than 330,000 transcript pages. 
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Formation of the I. G. Farben Combine was a stage in the 
evolution of the German chemical industry, which for many years 
led the world in the development, production, and marketing of 
organic dyestuffs, pharmaceuticals, and synthetic chemicals. To 
control the excesses of competition, six of the largest chemical 
firms, including the Badische Anilin 6 Soda Fabrik, combined to 
form the Interessengeoeinschaft (Combine of Interests, or Trust) 
of the German Dyestuffs Industry in 1904 and agreed to pool 
technological and financial resources and markets. The two re¬ 
maining chemical firms of note entered the combine in 1916. In 
1925 the Badische Anilin 8 Soda Fabrik, largest of the firms and 
already the majority shareholder in two of the other seven com¬ 
panies, led in reorganizing the industry to meet the changed 
circumstances of competition in the post-Norld War markets by 
changing its name to the I. G. Farbenindustrie Aktiengesellschaft, 
moving its home office from Ludwigshafen to Frankfurt, and merging 
with the remaining five firms. 

Farben maintained its influence over both the domestic and 
foreign markets for chemical products. In the first instance 
the German explosives industry, dependent on Farben for synthet¬ 
ically produced nitrates, soon became subsidiaries of Farben. Of 
particular interest to the prosecution in this case were the 
various agreements Farben made with American companies for the 
exchange of information and patents and the licensing of chemical 
discoveries for foreign production. Among the trading companies 
organized to facilitate these agreements was the General Anilin 
and Film Corp., which specialized in photographic processes. The 
prosecution charged that Farben used these connections to retard 
the "Arsenal of Democracy" by passing on information received 
to the German Government and providing nothing in return, contrary 
to the spirit and letter of the agreements. 

Farben was governed by an Aufsichtsrat (Supervisory Board of 
Directors) and a Vorstand (Managing Board of Directors). The 
Aufsichtsrat, responsible for the general direction of the fin}, 
was chaired by defendant Krauch from 1940. The Vorstand actually 
controlled the day-to-day business and operations of Farben. 
Defendant Schmitz became chairman of the Vorstand in 1935, and 18 
of the other 22 original defendants were members of the Vorstand 
and its component committees. 

Transcripts of the I. G. Farben Case include the indictment 
of the following 24 persons:

and personnel departments of the Works Combine, Lower Rhine. 

Ernst Buergin: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
Works Combine, Central Germany; Plant Leader at the Bitter- 
feld and Wolfen-Farben plants; and production chief for 
light metals, dyestuffs, organic intermediates, plastics, 
and nitrogen at these plants. 

Heinrich Buetefisch: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; 
manager of Leuna plants; production chief for gasoline, 
methanol, and chlorine electrolysis production at Auschwitz 
and Moosbierbaum; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; member of the 
Himmler Freundeskreis (circle of friends of Himmler); and 
SS Obersturmbannfuehrer (Lieutenant Colonel). 

Walter Duerrfeld: Director and construction manager of the 
Auschwitz plant of Farben, director and construction 
manager of the Monowitz Concentration Camp, and Chief 
Engineer at the Leuna plant. 

Fritz Gajewski: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of Sparte III (Division III) in 
charge of production of photographic materials and arti¬ 
ficial fibers, manager of "Agfa" plants, and Wehrwirtschafts¬ 
fuehrer. 

Heinrich Gattineau: Chief of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department, "WIPO," of Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office; 
member of Southeast Europe Committee; and director of 
A.G. Dynamit Nobel, Pressburg, Czechoslovakia. 

Paul Haefliger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; member 
of the Commercial Committee; and Chief, Metals Departments, 
Sales Combine for Chemicals. 

Erich von der Heyde: Member of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department of Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office. Deputy to 
the Chief of Intelligence Agents, SS Hauptsturmfuehrer, 
and member of the WI-RUE-AMT (Military Economics and 
Armaments Office) of the Oberkoomando der Kehrmacht (OKW) 
(High Command of the Armed Forces). 

Heinrich Hoerlein: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; chief of chemical research and 
development of vaccines, sera, pharmaceuticals, and poison 
gas; and manager of the Elberfeld Plant. 
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Max Ilgner: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office directing intelligence, 
espionage, and propaganda activities; member of the Com¬ 
mercial Committee; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 

Friedrich Jaehne: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; chief 
engineer in charge of construction and physical plant 
development; Chairman of the Engineering Committee; and 
Deputy Chief, Works Combine, Main Valley. 

August von Knieriem: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief Counsel of Farben; and Chairman, 
Legal and Patent Conmittees. 

Carl Krauch: Chairman of the Aufsichtsrat of Farben and 
Generalbevollmaechtigter fuer Sonderfragen der Chemischen 
Erzeugung (General Plenipotentiary for Special Questions 
of Chemical Production) on Goering's staff in the Office 
of the 4-Year Plan.

Hans Kuehne: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Lower Rhine; Plant Leader at Leverkusen, 
Elberfeld, Uerdingen, and Dormagen plants; production chief 
for inorganics, organic intermediates, dyestuffs, and 
pharmaceuticals at these plants; and Chief of the Inorganics 
Committee. 

Hans Kugler: Member of the Connercial Committee of Farben; 
Chief of the Sales Department Dyestuffs for Hungary, 

Rumania, Yugoslavia, Greece, fcilgaria, Turkey, Czechoslo¬ 
vakia, and Austria; and Public Commissar for the Falkenau 
and Aussig plants in Czechoslovakia. 

Carl Lautenschlacger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; 

Chief of Works Combine, Main Valley; Plant Leader at the 
Hoechst, Griesheim, Mainkur, Gersthofen, Offenbach, 

Eystrup, Marburg, and Neuhausen plants; and production 
chief for nitrogen, inorganics, organic intermediates, 
solvents and plastics, dyestuffs, and pharmaceuticals at 
these plants. 

Wilhelm Mann: Member of the Vorstand of Farben, member of 
the Commercial Committee, Chief of the Sales Combine for 
Pharmaceuticals, and member of the SA. 

Fritz ter Meer: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of the Technical Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed all of Farben's 
production; Chief of Sparte II in charge of production of 
Buna, poison gas, dyestuffs, chemicals, metals, and 
pharmaceuticals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 
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Heinrich Oster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben, member 
of the Commercial Committee, and manager of the Nitrogen 
Syndicate. 

Hermann Schmitz: Chairman of the Vorstand of Farben, member 
of the Reichstag, and Director of the Bank of International 
Settlements. 

Christian Schneider: Member of the Central Committee ofThe 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of Sparte I in charge of pro¬ 
duction of nitrogen, gasoline, diesel and lubricating oils, 
methanol, and organic chemicals; Chief of Central Personnel 
Department, directing the treatment of labor at Farben 
plants; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; Hauptabwehrbeauftragter 
(Chief of Intelligence Agents); Hauptbetriebsfuehrer (Chief 
of Plant Leaders); and supporting member of the Schutz- 
staffeln (SS) of the NSDAP. 

Georg von Schnitzler: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of the Commercial Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed Farben's domestic 
and foreign sales and commercial activities, Wehrwirtschafts¬ 
fuehrer (Military Economy Leader), and Hauptsturmfuehrer 
(Captain) in the Sturmabteilungen (SA) of the Nazi Party 
(NSDAP). 

Carl Wurster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Upper Rhine; Plant Leader at Ludwigs- 
hafen and Oppau plants; production chief for inorganic 
chemicals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 

The prosecution charged these 24 individual staff members 
of the firm with various crimes, including the planning of ag¬ 
gressive war through an alliance with the Nazi Party and synchro¬ 
nization of Farben's activities with the military planning of 
the German High Command by participation in the preparation of 
the 4-Year Plan, directing German economic mobilization for war, 
and aiding in equipping the Nazi military machines.! The defend¬ 
ants also were charged with carrying out espionage and intel¬ 
ligence activities in foreign countries and profiting from these 
activities. They participated in plunder and spoliation of 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Norway, France, and the Soviet 
Union as part of a systematic economic exploitation of these 
countries. The prosecution also charged mass murder and the 
enslavement of many thousands of persons particularly in Farben 
plants at the Auschwitz and Monowitz concentration camps and the 
use of poison gas manufactured by the firm in the extermination 


The trial of defendant Brueggemann was discontinued early 
during the proceedings because he was unable to stand trial on 
account of ill health. 
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of millions of men, women, and children. Medical experiments were 
conducted by Farben on enslaved persons without their consent to 
test the effects of deadly gases, vaccines, and related products. 
The defendants were charged, furthermore, with a common plan and 
conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace, war crimes, and 
crimes against humanity. Three defendants were accused of member¬ 
ship in a criminal organization, the SS. All of these charges 
were set forth in an indictment consisting of five counts. 

The defense objected to the charges by claiming that regula¬ 
tions were so stringent and far reaching in Nazi Germany that 
private individuals had to cooperate or face punishment, including 
death. The defense claimed further that many of the individual 
documents produced by the prosecution were originally intended as 
"window dressing" pr "howling with the wolves" in order to avoid 
such punishment. 

The tribunal agreed with the defense in its judgment that none 
of the defendants were guilty of Count I, planning, preparation, 
initiation, and waging wars of aggression; or Count V, common 
plans and conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace and 
humanity and war crimes. 

The tribunal also dismissed particulars of Count II concerning 
plunder and exploitation against Austria and Czechoslovakia. Eight 
defendants (Schmitz, von Schnitzler, ter Meer, Buergin, Haefliger, 
Ilgner, Oster, and Kugler) were found guilty on the remainder of 
Count II, while IS were acquitted. On Count III (slavery and mass 
murder), Ambros, Buetefisch, Duerrfeld, Krauch, and ter Meer were 
judged guilty. Schneider, Buetefisch, and von der Heyde also 
were charged with Count IV, membership in a criminal organization, 
but were acquitted. 

The tribunal acquitted Gajewski, Gattineau, von der Heyde, 
Hoerlein, von Knieriem, Kuehne, Lautenschlaeger, Mann, Schneider, 
and Wurster. The remaining 13 defendants were given prison terms 
as follows:

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All defendants were credited with tine already spent in 
custody. 

In addition to the indictments, judgments, and sentences, the 
transcripts also contain the arraignment and plea of each defendant 
(all pleaded not guilty) and opening statements of both defense 
and prosecution. 

The English-language transcript volumes are arranged numer¬ 
ically, 1-43, and the pagination is continuous, 1-15834 (page 4710 
is followed by pages 4710(1)-4710(285)). The German-language 
transcript volumes are numbered la-43a and paginated 1-16224 (14a 
and ISa are in one volume). The letters at the top of each page 
indicate morning, afternoon, or evening sessions. The letter "C" 
designates commission hearings (to save court time and to avoid 
assembling hundreds of witnesses at Nuernberg, in most of the 
cases one or more conanissions took testimony and received doc¬ 
umentary evidence for consideration by the tribunals). Two com¬ 
mission hearings are included in the transcripts: that for 
February 7, 1948, is on pages 6957-6979 of volume 20 in the 
English-language transcript, while that for May 7, 1948, is on 
pages 14775a-14776 of volume 40a in the German-language transcript. 
In addition, the prosecution made one motion of its own and, with 
the defense, six joint motions to correct the English-languago 
transcripts. Lists of the types of errors, their location, and 
the prescribed corrections are in several volumes of the tran¬ 
scripts as follows:

The prosecution offered 2,325 prosecution exhibits numbered 
1-2270 and 2300-2354. Missing numbers were not assigned due to 
the difficulties of introducing exhibits before the commission 
and the tribunal simultaneously. Exhibits 1835-1838 were loaned 
to an agency of the Department of Justice for use in a separate 
matter, and apparently No. 1835 was never returned. Exhibits 
drew on a variety of sources, such as reports and directives as 
well as affidavits and interrogations of various individuals. 

Maps and photographs depicting events and places mentioned in 
the exhibits are among the prosecution resources, as are pub¬ 
lications, correspondence, and many other types of records. 

The first item in the arrangement of prosecution exhibits is 
usually a certificate giving the document number, a short descrip¬ 
tion of the exhibits, and a statement on the location of the 
original document or copy of the exhibit. The certificate is 
followed by the actual prosecution exhibit (most are photostats, 
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but a few are mimeographed articles with an occasional carbon of 
the original). The few original documents are often affidavits 
of witnesses or defendants, but also ledgers and correspondence, 
such as:

In rare cases an exhibit is followed by a translation; in 
others there is no certificate. Several of the exhibits are of 
poor legibility and a few pages are illegible. 

Other than affidavits, the defense exhibits consist of news¬ 
paper clippings, reports, personnel records, Reichgesetzblatt 
excerpts, photographs, and other items. The 4,257 exhibits for 
the 23 defendants are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder 
by exhibit number. Individual exhibits are preceded by a certif¬ 
icate wherever available. Two sets of exhibits for all the 
defendants are included. 


Translations in each of the prosecution document books are 
preceded by an index listing document numbers, biased descriptions, 
and page numbers of each translation. These indexes often indi¬ 
cate the order in which the prosecution exhibits were presented 
in court. Defense document books are similarly arranged. Each 
book is preceded by an index giving document number, description, 
and page number for every exhibit. Corresponding exhibit numbers 
generally are not provided. There are several unindexed supple¬ 
ments to numbered document books. Defense statements, briefs, 
pleas, and prosecution briefs are arranged alphabetically by de¬ 
fendant's surname. Pagination is consecutive, yet there are 
many pages where an "a" or "b" is added to the numeral. 

At the beginning of roll 1 key documents are filmed from 
which Tribunal VI derived its jurisdiction: the Moscow Declara¬ 
tion, U.S. Executive Orders 9547 and 9679, the London Agreement, 
the Berlin Protocol, the IMT Charter, Control Council Law 10, 

U.S. Military Government Ordinances 7 and 11, and U.S. Forces, 
European Theater General Order 301. Following these documents 
of authorization is a list of the names and functions of members 
of the tribunal and counsels. These are followed by the tran¬ 
script covers giving such information as name and number of case, 
volume numbers, language, page numbers, and inclusive dates. They 
are followed by the minute book, consisting of summaries of the 
daily proceedings, thus providing an additional finding aid for 
the transcripts. Exhibits are listed in an index that notes the 
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type, number, and name of exhibit; corresponding document book; 
number, and page; a short description of the exhibit; and the 
date when it was offered in court. The official court file is 
summarized by the progress docket, which is preceded by a list of 
witnesses. 

Not filmed were records duplicated elsewhere in this micro¬ 
film publication, such as prosecution and defense document books 
in the German language that are largely duplications of the 
English-language document books. 

The records of the I. G. Farben Case are closely related to 
other microfilmed records in Record Group 238, specifically pros¬ 
ecution exhibits submitted to the IMT, T988; NI (Nuernberg In¬ 
dustrialist) Series, T301; NM (Nuernberg Miscellaneous) Series, 
M-936; NOKW (Nuernberg Armed Forces High Command) Series, Til19; 

NG (Nuernberg Government) Series, Til39; NP (Nuernberg Propaganda) 
Series, M942; WA (undetermined) Series, M946; and records of the 
Brandt case, M887; the Milch Case, M888; the Altstoetter case, 
M889; the Pohl Case, M890; the Flick Case, M891; the List case, 
M893; the Greifelt case, M894; and the Ohlendorf case, M895. In 
addition, the record of the IMT at Nuernberg has been published 
in the 42-volume Trial of the Major War Criminate Before the 
International Military Tribunal (Nuernberg, 1947). Excerpts from 
the subsequent proceedings have been published in 15 volumes as 
Triale of War Criminate Before the tfuemberg Military Tribunal 
Under Control Council Lau No. 10 (Washington). The Audiovisual 
Archives Division of the National Archives and Records Service 
has custody of motion pictures and photographs of all 13 trials 
and sound recordings of the IMT proceedings.

1. Electricity Supply fcr S t arting Operations . 

'.fe advised the Load Distributor before the annual period that 
outside current would be required for the starting of tbo works. 

In addition, we had arranged with Blechhaaoer, whose power works, 
in consequence of the dalayed production expansion, was in a position 
to give up surplus electricity, that we should get 20 - 25 1 It free 
there. 


Some weeks ago, Blechhasrer informed us through the Plenipoten¬ 
tiary General for -heaistry (Cebechen) that the further extension of 
the power works had been shut down in favor of his manufacturing plant 
and that it could only ^ve up electricity to us on the condition that 
we on our part provided 150 locksmiths for the conpletion of the power 
works. He tried at first unsuccessfully to induce the Load Distribu¬ 
tor to supply these locksmiths from the public electricity supply soc- 
tor, and subsequently explained to the Gebecben that it was impossible 
for us to give up the required empower, but that wo were prepared, out 
of the 1000 English prisoners-of-war who ware to be assigned to us by 
Blechhascer, to leave 50 behind for the extension of the powor works. 
The Gohechen ask.-i Lir. Jaehne to deal with tho question of our elec¬ 
tricity supply and a meeting took place at Auschwitz undor his chair¬ 
manship on tbo X8th Septenbor. On that occasion, Blechhasmor statod 
that it was prepared, over and above the existing yiold to tho public 
network, to provide a further 20 - 25 during tho months Kovember 
till February, which, subjoot to the approval of the Reich Load Dis¬ 
tributor, would be directed to Auschwitz and this, in combination with 
tho 8 VA which can be supplied by tbo Slektro and tho 5 WW which in 
case of emergency can bo released by Pless (Troutscholdsegen), would 
practically secure the electricity requirements of the works. Certain¬ 
ly, this is on condition that a second Transformer can bo obtainod 
fcr Blechhanaer, but in case of necessity, however, we shall be able 
to help ourcelves out from Auschwitz. 

2. Power Horks II . 

No agreement could be come to bo two on Ha els and Auschwitz concern¬ 
ing the division of the orders of the original ttiels powor works build¬ 
ing project, which were partly under quota and in process of execution. 
Huela insists on building a reserve powor works, consisting of two boil 
ers, a starter turbine and a condenser turbine, and demands also in 
addition the steel construction of tho power works building. In these 
circumstances, there would only be two turbines left for Auschwitz. 

At a separate discussion on the afternoon of the 9th September in whiol 
the gentlemen from Haels took part it was doclded that, as to the boiV 
ers, ftiols and Auschwitz should have one each, and as to the condenser 
turbine claimed by both parties, a new one would bo ordered iamediotelj 
and put on quota and that tho power works' building should be sot up 
in two equal halves in fkiols and Auschwitz, provided a divi- 
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sion was found to bo technically possible. Otherwise, the wholo of 
the steel building m lo go to Ausc'r»rits,and Heels would bo accorded 
the corresponding quota quantity. In the meantime, BBC has oetab- 
lishod that a division of the steel building is not possible. 
Accordingly, the building scaffolding at present in process of manu¬ 
facture with the QHH will be set up at Auachwit*.

I. Frederick Wooley, residing at 36 Rpynond Avenue,Aintree, 
Liverpool, England, do hereby state the following facta 
under oath: 

1. I was born 28 October 1914 at Liverpool, Englend. I 
entered the Amy in July 1940 and waa captured 1 June 1942 
about 50 miles fron Tobruk. I wes taken first to Italy, thon 
to Lamsdorf, Stalag 8B, and fron there was taken to Auschwitz 
where I arrived in October 1943. I remained there until De- 
zeebor 1944 at which tine I becane ill and waa taken to a 
hospital. I was finally liberated by the Russians at Sagen. 

2. I was in caap E 715 and waa assigned to work for I.G. 
Parbeninduotrie doing construction work. Also working at

Prance, Holland, etc. as well as concentration camp inmates. 

As for myself ar.d the other British prisoners, we 
weren't treated too badly during the work. Also wo roceived 
extra food from the Red Cross without which we never would 
have boon able to pull through. But the Bows or stripeoo 
who got much worde food than we did, nover got any additional 
outside food *>r help. They wore just walking errpseo. They 
were hagord and drawn; their arms and lego were extremely 
thin, practically skin and bones. Their droso consiatod of 
striped pajamas of very thin material and the big majority 
of thon had no other clothes at all. A fow lucky ones night 
have a tattered undershirt and in tho winter tine coats 
nado of tho same oaterial as the Panamas. Their heado were 
shaved and they would v/alk botvod down, and they weren't 
really walking, they Just shufflod along. At night and in 
the morning we could see then coming to and fron work. 
Although they could hardly carry themselves, I would often 
soc them carrying their comrades who had collapsed from 
exhaustion at the fectory. I nyself would often see theoo 
inmates dropping at their Work, unablo to carry on. When 
these poor fellows fell oown, you could bo pretty Bure that 
it was impossible for then to keep standing because they 
all wore familiar with the slogan "Not fit to work,not fit 
to live." 

3. All the inmates were in constant fear of being sent to 
the gas chambers. They always talked about it. I would get 
to know a number of thoso fellows who worked near me. 

Ono day when they would fail to report for work I would ask 
their metes where they were and they would almost invariably, 
answer, "He got sick; ho was taken to the gas chamber.”

I, George Harry Longden, 23 iiutual Street, Hexthorps, 
Itencastor, England, hereby declare under oath tho following 
facte: 

1. I onterod the Army Fob* 15, 1940 and wus capturod at 
Tobruk In Juno 1942. I was brought through Italy to Gornany 
and was transferred to Auschwitz In Sept.1945. in Fobrunry 
1944 I left Auschwitz, being transferred to Koenlgshuotto, 
31saarck. I was freed April 29, 1945 In 3avarla by tho 
Americans. 


2. I was eaployod at the I. 0. Farbon factory at Auschwitz 
doing construction work. During my work thore I got In touch 
with forolgn laborers of dlffcront European countries, also 
with concentration conp lnaatoe. Tho lnmatos wore tho worst 
off. Thoy looked throe-parts doad. Thoy wero an skin and 
bonos. «t ono time whon I took a ehowor and euw sono of tho 
others undressod, I couldn't understand how thoy could keop 
on living. Tholr thighs wero as thin as my arms. Thoy had 
hollow placos whoro tholr stomachs should bo. For clothing 
all they had was strlpod suite and vory llttlo olso. For 
shoos tholr had woodon clogs. Sono of thorn wrappod donont 
sacks around tholr foot lnstoad of socks. Thoy all worked 
vory long hours and did hard gcnoral laboring work. I saw 
one Inmate falling down from a building and when he landed, 
the Germans forcibly prevented any of file mates from 
helping him out or picking him up. Although It was very 
cold they let him lay there until quitting time. TCien thoy 
took him away he wao atlff and looked dead. At other times 
I often saw strlpees collapse while they were working In 
the factory. 

5. "hen I was at Koenlgshuette, the foreign laborers were 
all very frightened about being sent to Auschwitz because 
they had heard that the Inmates at Auschwitz were being 
gassed. They were all convinced that at Auschwitz that any¬ 
body who was no longer fit to work would be gassed and the 
Germans uaed to use that as a lever and threatened the 
foreign laborers that they would be sent to Auschwitz. 
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4. At Auschwitz the condition of the concentration camp 
Innatea was so bad that aaybody coning down to the factory 
who saw th-o couldn't help see the pale yellow, dead-like 
condition of the akin of the strlpeee and their skeleton- 
like appearance. Anyone would know that it wao not Just an 
ordina r y factory but that the persons working there were 
not only slave workers but were treated in such a way that 
they couldn't expect to live very long. Even if a person 
Just visited the factory, he couldn't help notice these 
things since there were over 25,000 inmates who were all 
over the place. You could see them working in groupe of 
twos and threes, some tines tens and twenties, but they 
were all over the place. 

I have carefully read each of the two pagee of this 
statecent and have placed ay initials at the bottom of 
each page thereof. I have nade all corrections in my own 
handwriting and have initialed each such correction. I do 
hereby declare under oath that the foregoing statement 
lo the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, 
so help no God.

Since with the oonstantly growing demand for workers 
free labor was no longer auffioiont to adequately oovor 
tho demand supplied to that extent, the Lcbor Offloo 
referred* I.G. to the concentration Gamp at Ausohwitz. 
Thereupon Chief Engineer 7AUST oontaoted H0S5S, the 
Gcwunendant of the Concentration Comp et .uisohwitz, 
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and was informed by him that tho concentration oamp oculd 
moko available only s«a?.ll numbers of concentration oamp 
inmates. In eddition to this report to mo chief Engineer 
FAUST had reported to Welthor LXJS?R72LD and presumably 
to Heinrich EU2TE7ISCH on his negotiations with commandant 
H03SS.

I. Frederick Wooley, residing at 36 Raymond Avenue,Aintree, 
Liverpool, England, do hereby state the following facta 
under oath: 

1 . I wes born 28 October 1914 at Liverpool, England. I 
entered the Amy in July 1940 and was captured 1 June 1942 
about 50 miles from Tobruk. I was taken first to Italy, then 
to Lamsdorf, Stalag 8 B, and from there wea taken to Auschwitz 
whore I arrived in October 1943* I reclined there until De- 
zenber 1944 at which tine I became ill and was taken to a 
hospital. I woe finally liberated by the Russians at Sagen. 

2 . I was in canp E 7l5 and was assigned to work for I.G. 
rarbeninduatrie doing construction work. Also working at 
the sane plant were forced laborers from Poland,Russia, 
France, Holland, etc. as well as concentration conp inmates. 

As for myself ar.d the other British prisoners, v/e 
weren't treated too badly during the work. Also we received 
extra food from the Red Cross without which we never would 
have been able to pull through. But the lews or stripees 
who got much v/orde food than we did, novor got any additional 
outside food or holp. They were just walking corpses. They 
were hagard and drawn; ihoir armo a^d lego were oxtromely 
thin, practically olein and boneo. Their dress conoistod of 
utriped pajamas of very thin material and the big majority 
of them had no other clothos at all. A few lucky onoa might 
havo a tattorod undershirt and in the winter time coats 
made of tho same material as the Panamas. Their heads wero 
shaved and they would walk bowed down, and they weren't 
really walking, thoy just shuffled- along. At night and in 
tho morning wo could aoo then coming to and from work. 
Although they could hardly carry thonnolvcs, I would ofton 
00 c them carrying thoir comrades who had collapood from 
exhaustion at the factory. I nyoolf would often 000 these 
inmates dropping at their work, unable to carry on. When 
these poor fellows fell down, you could bo protty suro that 
it was impossible for then to keep standing because they 
all wore familiar with the slogan "Hot fit to work,not fit 
to live." 

3. All the inmates were in constant foar of being sent to 
tho gas chambers. They always talked about it. I would got 
to know a number of these fellows who worked near mo. 


One da; when they would fail to report for work I would ask 
their mates where they were and they would alnost invariably 
answer, "He got 3 ick; ho was taken to the gas chamber." 



4. A3 far as the I.G. ?arben personnel were concerned, 
that ig the foremen and roisters (supervisors), they would , 
push the Jews around and hick then. Although I didn't see 
then beat them the way the SS and capos did, they would 
stand pround while the others did the beating and even 
encoarege them. 

5- In addition to the foremen and supervisors there rere 
also what was called "obortaeioters" and "Chefs" or plant 
heads. AI 30 some of the big-shct Parben officials would 
cere down together with military nan in staff care to make 
ir.pections around the plant. There was no attempt to hide 
the inmates or tocoonceal the working conditions when theso 
big-shoto arrived. They would see everything and they 
couldn't help notice rthe terrible condition of the concentra¬ 
tion c&ap inmates who worked ir. the factory. They could see 
that these inmates were being forced to work although they 
were obviously dead on their feet. It was Just heart-breaking 
to see how wretched and miserable they were. Any child could 
have seen that they wero not fit to work.

AFFIDAVIT 


I, Charles Kill, of 28 Uppor Feat Grove, Chorlton on 
iledlock, Manchester, England, do hereby state tho following 
facta under oaths 

1. I was born 25 Fobruary 1919 In Manchester, England. I 
ontored the Amy 15 Septeabor 1939 and wae captured 6 April 
1941 while eorvlng with the 104th R.K.A. In North Africa, 

I was token flrat to Italy, then to Germany at Lamedorf, 
and finally about the middle of Scptcober 1943 wae taken 
to Auschwitz. There I worked for tho I. 0. Farbcn factory, 
first on tho cable gone; and later doing genoral AAbor work,, 
until about tho 20th of January 1945 when wo wont on tho 
■march" to Lendshut, Germany where I wao frood by tho 
Anorlcana. 

2. All tho tine that I was In Auschwitz 1 worked alongside 
tho concentration coop lncatoo and tho forced foreign la¬ 
borers. I ofton apoko to thorn and got to know sovoral fairly 
well. From tho flrot tine that I oaw tho lnmatos who woro 
otrlpod pajauas lnatood of clothoa, I waa vory ehooked by tho 
atato thoy wore in. They wero very thin, and thoy all oooraod 
to bo in nood of aodlcol attention for eoroa, malnutrition, 
etc. Right from tho beginning I could boo that thoao poor 
fellows woro bolng otarved to death and worked to doath, Not 
only could I eoo thle with my own oyes, but from working 
alongside them and talking with tho German foronon and super¬ 
visors, I loomed that thoy deliberately wanted to otarvo 
then to death and work thorn to death because thoy said tho 
Jews had lost the First Torid Tar for Germany and booldoa had 
all tho exoney. 

Althou-* tho 3rltlah boys were much stronger and In nuoh 
bettor condition, I rccocbcr one tine when lifting cable wo 
were placed one man to each foot of cable but the Inmates woro 
placod one nan to tho yard. Evon thour^i It was almost Impose 
alblc for then to lift It, thoy kept trying bocauso they woro 
afraid that If they collapsed, they would be sent to tho gas 
chanber. It was generally understood that If an Innate was 
off for noro than a certain nunbor ob days and wao oonsldorod 
unfit for work, ho would be gassed. 
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?ho lmatea would collapse right where they wero working 
In the factory, noatly fron exhaustion and hunger. I person¬ 
ally would see one or two practically every day, especially 
during the winter nonths. There wore cany core who dropped 
at their work In other parts of the factory whom I couldn't 
soo at the tlno but whea I would often see being carried 
back on boards by their nates. Also those who collapsod or 
who woro hurt one way or another would often bo loft thoro 
until evenin'- when It was tlco to so hone. One case I rononbor 
very clearly when one of tho lnnatos fell fron a bulldinw 
(>939) at about 2:30 o'clock In tho afternoon. As a result 
of the screen ono of the Jerncns wont out to ace what happonod. 
17hen he saw It wiis only on lnnato, he said "It is only a Jew", 
•faen wo loft about 6:15 o'clock In tho ovcnlng after finishing 
our work, we passed tho lroato and ho was still there propped 
against tho building. 

3. As I stated before, It was understood by everybody In tho 
caap that concentration conp lnnatos were bolng gassod at 
Auschwitz. Although wo always got the lnfornation second-hand 
fron the lnnatos, tho guards, tho Oornan foronon, all of whon 
opoko of thoso showers fron which gas cone lnstoad of wator. 
Tho Oornan civilians novor donled that tho Jews wore bolng 
gassod; In fact thoy would add that It was tho boot thing for 
thon. 


Ono lncldont occurrod whllo I was there which would havo 
aado It lnposslblo for anybody to dony that thoy know about 
tho gas chanbors. Cno tlno the SS cano Into tho factory whore 
I was working and began soarchlng all ovor In pipes, collars, 
everyplaco, looking for lnnates who had escaped fron Ausch¬ 
witz by pushing tholr .guards Into tho .gas chambor noant for 
tho lnnatco and running away. Thoro was groat oxcltoncnt In 
tho whole coop and evoryono talked about It. Tho civilians, 
tho guards, tho lnnates all dlscussod It.

2. In Monowit* usually 4CC prisoners slopt in ono block, 

Tho block was providod with facilities for 162 priconorr. In 19^ 
up to 3 sen slept in ono bod. 

At that tl*io 2 tents with An nppYoJcinato cnpocity of 
800-1000 prisoners h.-oro also orcctod.' Snob of those tonts had a 
larr.c exit and one email hatch-window. In caoo of firo and tho 


gonornlly insufficient and did not contain any fat nt all. It 
consiatod of 1 liter of watory soup, boiled r rrm unpoelud potntoo 
and othor lagrodionts which woro not conpatiblo, so that oosoa of 
typhus abdoainatos’bogcn to appear in tho Camp Monowits as tho 
result of tho food. In tho morning wo only had coffoo, in tho 
evening 375 groan of broad and an oxtra allowance of 8 grams mAf- 
garino.

I was brought to 
Stalag 383 at Hohonfcls, Bavaria. I escaped from thoro, was 
caught and sontoncod to death at Rogonsburg for 0 soaping and 
for having a weapon and lllogal docunonts In ay possession. 

Froo Rogonsburg I was tranofox*rod to tho baso camp of tho 
concentration canp AuschwJtr. 

My first P.0.7, camp was Stalag VII A at Moosoborg noar 
Munich and Dachau. 

Thllo still at Mooscborg, Bavaria, I had occasion to moot 
conoontratlon coop Inmates who had boon transferred from tho 
concentration comp Auschwitz to tho concentration camp Dachau 
Thoy told mo about tho nletroatoont, tho gas chanbors, burn¬ 
ings, and hangings which occurrod at Auschwitz. 

At tho concentration camp Auschwitz ray hood was shorn and 
I received a striped Innato suit with a black triangle and 
tho lottors XXGF (fomor prlsonor of war). I was not oonsldoro' 
a orlsonor of war any noro and was treat a?, llko any othor 
concentration camp Inmate. 
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Each day I and tho other concentration caap inmates consist¬ 
ing of 19 Poles, Yugoslavs, and Serbs who also were undor doath 
sentonco, were takon by truck to tho I.G. Farben Auschwitz 
factory. I norked at I.G. Auschwitz for 24 days. 

In the beginning of 1945 I was transferred, to tho concentra¬ 
tion camp Dachau. After two weeks' stay at Dachau, I oscapod 
again. I arriyod in tho village of Vilscch in Bavaria whero 1 
was hiddon by sonc French prisoners of war. Tho day beforo tho 
Anerloans arrived, tho town surrondorod to tho Fronch prisoners 
of war and to no. 

2. Thllo working at I.G. Auschwitz I vfns guardod by tho 38 
and supervised by Gornan civilians. My work ccnslstod of load¬ 
ing trucks and wagons. Tho cork was vory hart. 

lly coorados ard I ooro hit and knockod about by tho 83 
guards and by tho Oornon oivillan foroeon. To wore struck with 
tho butt of a rlflo, a woodon stlok, or a plocc cf iron or 
anything oiso that was at hand. I ronanbor that on cno particu¬ 
lar occasion a group of Yugoslav Jnnatoo wore working r.oar ny 
party and ono of tho Yugoslavs found a clgarotto butt arx3 wont 
behind a largo croto to smoko it. A fow ninutos lator ono of 
tho civilians cono around and hit tho lnnato with' a ploco of 
wood until ho naa knockod to tho ground. Tho inmato was loft 
lying on tho ground; I do not know rlutar ho was doad. 

3. To rocolvod our food at tho I.G. plant. Oar day's ration 
consisted of 100 grams of broad and substitute coffoo or toa 
for breakfast; at noon wo got one potatojboiled in its Jackot 
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ar£ some liquid, supposed to be soup, nhlch on rare oocaslons 
had a ploco of neat In It. In the ovonlng we rooelvod a snail 
portion of margarine and sone tea or coffoeo, but no nore 
bread. Host of the Inmates were Just skin and bono. 

4. •Then lnnates slackened or ldlod in their work at I.G. 
Farbon, thoy wero sent back to tho concentration camp. '."’hoy 
Just disappeared. Everyone assumed thoy woro sont to tho gas 
chanborB and tho furnaco.

1, I was horn 2 February 1921 at Strattford. In Vsy 19-X 
I Joined the FIret Field Squadron of tho Royal Englnoors 
(Ho. 5956937). I wee captured by. the Cordons on 21 June 1942 
In the Socond Dottle of .Tobruk. I wne token first to Itoly 
thon to Goiccny and finally by oattlo train to Crap Ausoiv* 
ritz in Poland on Septonber 1943. Thero were about 290 of 
us who crrlvol at tho erno tlno in the station In city 
of Auschwitz. T7e were brought lnncdlately to tho I.G.Farbon 
plant rnd were stationed In a J.a#er Just outside of tho Fan- 
ben factory. Our Stain# was Ko. S715. 

T7o wore all drafted for cork in and about tho faotpry 
which vcm In tho procoeo of conotruotlon at that tluo. I 
continued tc pork thero until January 1945 when wo wont on 
tho •ncroh* to tfureaburg. I was discharged fron tho oorvlco 
in Jyno 1946. . . 

2. TTnon I cxrlvod at I.G. Auschwitz the baraoks noro al¬ 
ready thoro and wc wore plaood at first In lager G end lr.tor 
In l^gor 6. liy first Job in tho faotory wne running a plpo- 
lino. This work was dono.undor eupervlslon of (toman clvi- 
llane working for Forbon. Our group was tho flrot Drltloh 
prisoners of war to arrive. Tho next batch of about 600 eras 
about a nonth later. 29C of tho Dritleh prisoners noro sont 
to Hcldolbrcok end Dloohholaor. 
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There were civilian workers of other nationalities such as 
Russians, Poles and French who wore forcod to work for the 
Germans. The Poles used to tell no that thoy were told by 
the Germans that If thoy didn't work thoy wouldn't oat. 

Of course the Jems wore troatod tho worst of all. Thoy noro 
all Inmates of tho concentration camps and wore dressed In 
striped pajanae which wero aadc up of raps and patches, and 
for shoes thoy hid '-ooden clogs, and sometimes rags around 
tholr foot. Sooo usad rags for glovos. Tholr clothos woro torn 
and filthy. They wero In tcrrlblo condition. Thoy woro all 
skinny and not physically fit for tho work they woro forcod to 
do. Although wo woro forbidden to talk to tho Jows and thoy 
wero punlshod if thcy*.t*l>.ad' cta-ua novcfthelcce-vQ .uaod to 
opoak to oach othor slnco thoy couldn't watoh us all the tlrao. 
They usod to toll us about how llttlo food they had airi about 
tholr sleeping accocodatlono. They had 3 tlor bods nado of 
boards and thoy had to sloop sonotlnos 2 and 3 In oach of tho 
bods. I often saw lnoates collapse In tho plant and fall down 
dead. Those woro Just put In tho wheelbarrow and taken out of 
tho factory. J!any of us saw these occurroncos and tho Gorman 
civilians and cnglnoors saw It too.

Thoy did not look too badly when thoy arrived, but aftor 
a few nonths they looked the sneo as tho others. In tho winter 
tho casualties were hlahost. -any collapsed, with exhaustion 
and cold. On one occasion alone I oaw 30 dead, lnnatoo. Thoy 
woro carried Into tho collar of tho administration building. 
Thoy had died In tho plant - nostly oxhaustlon I bcllovo, I 
was working there at tho tlno and. saw tho S.S. bring tho wholo 
30 through tho naln entrance. Gernan civilians woro thoro too 
looking on.

TThon I nskod tholr 
friends whore they woro I always got tho sane nnc-or that 
thoy woro sont to tho cxeuiatorlun.

1. I was arrested la Prague la 1939 for political reasons, I was first seat 
to Buchecwald, then tin 1942 «i brought to the Auscfavlts caln cacp and la 
Eovecber 1942 I can# to Hoaowits. In Koniwitr I first workod on tho Outside 
Labor Dotachaeat. then for Zaandry Disinfection, then oa Outside Labor Detach¬ 
ed again. From 1943 up to tho tine of the transfer Z worked in the hospital 
building. In Block 18 of the Surgical Department and Block 1? Internal 
Department. 


2. In tho Outsldo Uibor Detachment I had to do very hard labor, for oxraple, 
unloading bricks or carrying sacks of cement. 

One detachment of 100 sen dally lost approximately 1C prisoners. The 
prisoners died of aalmtrltion, of the consequences of accidents In the works, 
etc. Food was bad anl clothing inn’equate. 

IXxrIn,* tho first six aonths no prisoner was permitted to do indoor work. 

The prisoners also ha.* to regain outside at noon. The prisoners wranpod paper 
around tholr feet and logs for protection against the c«l\. 

3. The forenaa estimated tho work of the prisoners on a percentage basis and 
oubnlttod tho reports to tht camp dlrcotl-a. The minimum result was 60 - 60*. 
Whoever accorpllshsd less, vaa pualshsd by beating. The foreman know this. 

The prloonors begged the forenor. to write 'own a higher porwnt-ge for then 
and B'-no cf thee <* 1 « write down up to 1 COS. 

If a prisoner collapsed at his piece of work, this wao reported to the 
foreman and the Oberschafnohror of the <*stachneat.

In the oTcnlig his comrades carried him to th* ca np on their shouldors. 

4. For snno tine I worked In tho laundry disinfecting and distributing soctions 
Undorwtar, that Is, pants and shirts were only distributed to the prisoners 
once In 6 - 8 weeks. Sometimes pullovsrs were also allotted. Stockings wore 
distributed every 6-8 wsska. Facilities for launlerlrg and soap to keep the 
clothos clean did not exist. The laundry which I distributed had bocn taken 
fron thoso who were gassed at 3irkenau. I know this because I saw the numbers 
of tho prisoners who used to bo at Koaowlts and wore transports to be gassed. 

In addition, the elethos which I distributed wore old and often blood-stained. 
The clothing was often returned within 3 h-urs. 


The prisoners only received cords and gloves in 1943. Tho prisoners 
rocoivod no leather shoss, but merely wooden clogs. 


The I.O. Farben foremen could sec tally with their own eyes that tho 
prisoners working under then only wore rage. The prisoners also had to 
Iron rud bricks without gloves on the I.G. 7arben work sites.

I 
entered the «rcy in Novenber 1939 and was oaptured on 9 Aorll 
19-^. nor.r Tobruk, *t the tine I was eignalnan in the 5th 

Be-ttallon Tanka. I waa brought first to Italy, then to Gcmapy 
and finally to iiusohwltt. «fter about a week I, togother with 
about . 30 or 40 othera, woo ftflelgned to evnnp work gathering 
roars. Shortly thereafter I atartod working in tho I.G.Frrbop 
factor-'. at Ausohwitc. I continued working thero until I waa 
injured, lit, January 194-i and was eont to Lansdorf. I wao later 
froof. b r the Acorloana. 

2. 7no 1 , 0 . plant at Auoohwltr oovored npproxi-*wtoly 6 oq. 
kilometers and was built ontlrely by slave labor. The' Gorr-ans 
who voro thero wore in a supervisory capacity. There "'ore 
10,000 to 15,000 Jews, about 22,000 othore of all nationali¬ 
ties, particularly Russians and Polos. 

3. Of all the poraonB working at I.G. Ausohwlts, the Jov/lsh 
in;-".too had the worst tine of it, I was vory friendly with 
tho- and often spoke to thee. The Inprosalon I got was that

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at least half of the Innatos would newer again be fit to rp 
jpol; to civilisation because of the deteriorated nental and 
Physical condition they had reaohed. Their clothing oonaictod 
of striped paJanas and for shoes they had wooden dogs. The 
food tree very poor.

.% :*o Innate -ns allowed In the oanp who was slok. Tho track 

and sick would bo dostroyoi. The innatos in tho oanp al¬ 
ways told us about this and personally I reoall many oases 
tfcoro innatos whor. I had known Just disappeared and didn't 
shot; up r.min. as a nattor of f not,tho Innatos wore so frltfiton- 
od of bolng sent to the gne ohanbere beoause of Illness or 
Injur/ that they would often oono to work hiding their outs 

and soros rather than report slok, 

Tho Gercnn oivlllnne ofton threatened tho innatos that they 
would be gassed and nado Into soap. Ue were told that qulto 
a fou tinea by the lnnates and I personally 
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hoard the Gemnn civilians cake those threats nany tinea. 

Also I heard the Gomans Jnklng anong thanselvos about the 
seas thing. I didn't take It aerlously at first but later I 
rondorod whether It night not bo true after all. Though I have 
no ursonal knowledge, I got the Impression that the nr.nu- 
fcotv.ro of soap fron lnnatos waa being done at Auschwitz by 
rendering the fat fron the gassed bodies. 

5. As c result of the starvation dlot of the Innate 3 , their

liviiy* oondltlon and the hard work they had to do, I ofton . 
saw than collapse and fall down while working In the factory. 

On oshor oooaalons I would see two or threo lnnatos bolng 
carried by. The looked very bad. Ly lnprosslon was thnt their 
d/ncjs of rc 00 very would bo pretty thin. Apart froc tpo work, 
tho Jews rooelved various foms of oorporal punlshnant. I ro- 
oall ope case whero one was hit over tho hoad with a plok by 
a capo. Cno of tho usual punlehnonts was to nako the lnuctop 
cr.rr; -ricks whorover they wont, for each slight Infraction. 
Sbpotluos nn Innate would oerry ns nany as 5 or 6 bricks. 

Tix-co he would havo to take whororor ho wont, to eat, to sloop, 
everywhere. Also, Just to anuso thenoolvos, tho Gomans vould 
ride tholr bloyolos and have lnnatos trot behind thou vfhorw- 
over chey wont, ns dogs. 

In addition to the I.G. Fnrben foronen and other officials 
at Auschwitz, overy once In a while bl.j-shots fron the nnln 
fir would occo down to the plant. In ny opinion nobody :ho 
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rorked ct the plant or who cane Into tte plant on business 
or i. epectlona, could avoid discovering the foot that tho in- 
nr.tOB were literally being worked to death. They had no color 
In their facoa whatsoever. They were prcotlcally living 
coroBoa, oovered with akin and bone, and ooapletoly brokon 
In spirit. Everyone who waa there knew that the Innatea wore 
fcopt there aa long aa they turn out work and that when thpy 
nore physically unable to continue, they were dlapoaed of.

I, David Innos ^lexandor, residing at 12 Schrub Place, Mln- 
burgh, Scotland, do hereby declaro undor oath tho following 
facta: 

1. I was born 1 Novcnbcr 1917 at Llborton, Scotland. I ontorod 
tho Army in February 191K5. I was captured 22 January 19*2 In 
North Africa eorving with tho R.A.S.C., 1st -irnourod Divisional 
Troops Coopany. I was brought to Italy, thon to Germany and 
finally to .luschrlts. I arrlvod at *uschwltt at the ond of 
August 1943 and renalnod thoro until 21 January 1945 whon I 
wont on tho •march" to Rogcnsburg whoro I was llboratod by tho 
Anorlcans. 

2. I wao assistant to Ur* Coward, who hold tho position of 
•oonfldonoo nan* and whoso function It ms to haraUo Rod Cross 
natters and conplalnts by the British prlsonore concornlng food, 
clothing and things of that nature. In carrying out my dutlos 

I had fairly froo acoess to most parts of tho comp Including tho 
city of rtuschrltt itself whero I would go to tho station and 
to tho post offloo, 0tc. 

Kowovor I very raroly got to tho plant itsolf slnco I was 
not ono of tho workors. I received my pay from tho I.G. Farbon 
officials at -iuechwitr, which amounted to about flvo marks por 
wook.

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3 . The thing I roncnbcr nost clearly about the political

prisoners who worked at the I.G. Farben plant at Auschwitz la 
their physical appearanco. I had nover boforo seen any group 
of hunon bolngs look so badly. Tholr faces woro sunkon and 
thoy would Just shuffle along, unablo to lift tholr foot. Also 
I don't see how thoy woro able:to do any work. "Then thoy bont 
down to pick up a brick, It was an obvious offort for thon 
to do oven that. Tho plcturo stands out particularly clearly 
in ny mind bocauso cf tho dlfforonoo botneon thoao who woro 
alroody thoro and the new batches of polltloal prisoners whloh 
continued to arrive. For noet part tho now onos lokkod protty 
much tho sano as no did, llko normal, healthy human bolngs. 
-iftor thoy woro thoro a month or so, a great chango suoh as 
I Just doscribod, would toko plnoo. 

4. One thing that was always talked about In tho town and In 
tho camp was tho gassing of tho political prisoners—tho 
strlpoos as no collod thon T - who woro mostly Jews. Tho Polos 
who worked In tho shops at Auschwitz and In tho station, and 
tho Gorman guards who guardod us, and tho Gorman civilians suoh 
as tho Farben nan who was head chof of our oorep all would talk 
with no about the gassing of the oonoontratlon oocp lnnatoe. 
Nono of thon ovor donlod that tho lnnatos who workod for Farbon 
and who no longor woro strong onough to contlnuo working woro 
sont to tho gas chanbors. ~o nould often soo groups of lnnatos, 
always tho noakost and sickost among then, bolng marched off, 
nover to roturn. although I novor personally saw any of thon 
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bolng gassed, it was gonorally underatood by ovorybody that that 
was what wae happening to the atrlpcea who could not longer work 
Nothing happonod during the two yoora that I waa thoro which 
would lndlcato that any other dlapoaltlon was bolng nado of the 
Innatoa.

As initiation, 
as was tho general rulo, we noro jivon only tho hardest nni rest strenuous 
work such as transportation and mining work. I cans to the dreaded "mrdor 
corxusnd !* " whoso task it wea to unload ccrcnt bags or constructional stool. 
To had to unload the conont fron the arriving frolght cars all day long at n 
running peco. Prisoners who broko dom wero beaten by tho Goman I.G. fore¬ 
men ra roll as by the Kaoos until thoy either resumed thoir work or woro 
loft thcro doed.

I also noticed roPc.atodly, particularly during the time when tho SS 
aceomanled our labor unit themselves, that the Gemon 1.0. foremen tried 
to surpass the SS in brutalities. It also hnpponod that Goman I.G. fore¬ 
men incited tho Kapos to take the -ooi shoes from the new arrivals and kooo 
thee for themselves. It wpa also n rule that the inmates had no working , 
safeguards, for example iron had to be moved without the proper loethcr 
for tho nirpoeo, bricks hrd to be loaded without any suitablo protection 
for the hands etc. 

I also renerber well thrt Ocman 1.0.' foremen, oven on due’s when it 
frozo, node the Kapos ordor tho prisoners to toko off thoir coats (if thoy 
had scr.o) in order to speed up the work. 


I rysolf was sent to a skilled labor unit .as .a welder in tho sumcr 
19U3. It was a cowon practice to givo the prisoners dirtiest and most 
dmgorous tasks, although all the time »e worked there we had hardly any 
protective cquiorent.

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This was one of the principal reasons for the great mortality rate in 
Bma Auschwitz, i.e. fconewitz camp. The bulk of the inmates could not 
stand the exertions as thoy were not used to any heavy physical labor 
from civilian Ufa. It can be said that this tremendous westo of man¬ 
power in Buna (plant) was directed by the I.G. manago-Bn* as tte I.G. 
foreman had been sot a carte in production ^rrget which ho had to 
achieve. If he did not cuiPfe it, he w-'s put down in the company's 
bed books. Ho, therefora, exerted dpcsi :-o uoon tha Kapos who, in turn, 
drove the internees to work at an incredibla sosod, since the Kapos 
wore responsible for the production target imposed upon then by the I.G. 
foreman. Otherwise, i.e. if they, failed to achieve the prediction level 
proscribed, they wore severely punished. 25 las ho s were the rule. 


The fact that the food for the cany thousands of intorrvsos was 
cooked by steam in Large ctuldrcns, which gave rise to certain odematic 
diseases, furthsr contributed to tho unusual aortality rato. This 
permanent cauldrcn-food also lessened and destroyed resistance to the 
various disoaeos. \(any frost-bite casualties occurred durit^ the 
winter, for instance, as the bulk of the intomees had to work in the 
open air although thoir clothing was appallingly inadequate. On a 
particularly disastrous night, up to a hundred intorneoa who ted diod 
free frostbite night be carriod back into tho caap by their comrados. 
Mor--slly, thoro ware approximately 10-12 froet-bito crsualties daily. 

Cn tha basis of statistics which wo internets coopilod in Uonowitz, 
wo calculated that approximately 23.000 internoos porished in Buna (plant) 
Auschwitz.

.■^5tar the Russian offensive of succor 1944 in tho riddlo sector of tha 
Eastern Front had cote to a stop, there was ccnolcte c.uict or. the Front 
sector to the east of the olant. However, there regained the Soviets' 
two bridge-heads ovar the Vistula at Barsnow And Ocrtow, the first of 
which, the one nearest the plant, had a breadth of about 40 tar. end a 
depth of about 20 lea. 

As early as Kovonbor 1944 wo received information about fairly strong 
troop concentrations cn this bridgehead. At thft time, however, no 
particular notice was taken of this fact, sinco tin German Front in 
the Baranow-Ikjbict s:ctor was considered to ba absolutely secure. 

This point of view was strengthened by tho repented reporte that hnd 
boon coning in up to ths bsginning of Jenunry, that in thio soctor tho 
number of deserters was at a constantly- high figure, ofton ..mounting 
to 40 and son per dry for ecu bc.tta.lion area. It :icb repoatodly re¬ 
ported fron tho Ucscice pl*nt, then being dismantled, that tho Front 
sector of Tamow was corplotely quiet. 

Cn 7 Beceebor 1944, tho Chief of tho General 3trff, Iuftgau Vin 
(Territorial administrative cecnand of tho Uiftwrfft.), Colonel Woiasnor, 
stated at a acting in Bricg, that in our soctor tho Russians had con¬ 
centrated two air divisions, and tho Cornr.rvior in Chiof, Go no ml Fischor, 
described for tho first tiao considerable SorJat troop concentrations 
in this area, indicating that wo would shortly have to reckon with a 
Soviet attack on a largo scale. 

In view of this and cthor information received sinco tho niddlo of 
Doconber froa tho AA, tho Security Polico, Gau KondquPTtors, tho Ple¬ 
nipotentiary Gonjral Chcaistry on the cccitinuod strengthening 

of the Russian cooraticnol forces, and in view of considerably in¬ 
creased Russian air reconnaissance sinco tho beginning cf December, 
preparations which h--d -Areact* bogun in su-teor 1944 for a possible 
ovacuation order wore again renewed. TorC< cn tho plans for tho evacua¬ 
tion of tho staff as wall 03 for tho clearing, p^-ra lysing, rod destruc¬ 
tion of tho plant more finally conplctod at tho bcfinnfng of tho year. 

At this tire tha fo*lowing security errangonunts obtained for tho camp:

Up till now the supply of tho groat rrount of noecssary cars hao boon 
carriod out in close co-’cp.iration with and through the Reich *'inlstry 
for Economics. Also, in future, the holch inistry for Economics will 
endeavour to obtain cars for the dispatch of old material* from tho 
Government General through the Roiah "inistry for Transportation,making 
roferonoo to the bad situation in respect of textilo ra» material*.

In thin condition thoy wore 
left lying until the end of the 
shift and thoir tirod fellow inmatoa 
had to drag then back into tho camp. 

The fear of solootion, i.o., the fear 
of gassing, forcod tho inaatos to 
werk abovo thoir otength. 

Only a oertain porcontago of inmatoa 
woro allowed to be sick. In Novem¬ 
ber 1944 when I was aoriously hurt 
with broken ribs and a broken oollar 
bone in a orash of two aiming wagons, 
I was advised by tho inmato dootor, 
Dr. Longyol, a vory docent follow, 
that I would havo to lcavo aftor a 
short timo and tiiat thoso who oould 
not work abovo tho fixod porcontago 
woro shippod to Auschwitz for 
oxtoraination. At tho plaoo whore I 
worked In tho aino, thorc woro placos 
whoro tho water was knoo-doap. J/o 
roooivod no rubber boots. In tho 
month of January whon I had usod up 
my wooden shoos so that thoy oould 
not bo usod any noro, I had to go to

In August 1943 - wa3 aont to tho can;p Auschwitz, 
because of alleged sabotage and from there to tho coal 
mine Janina. I was there for 9 months and worked thcro 
for tho entire period underground. -n^llsh soldiors of 
the Jewish Pelostinc ar xy must have been omployed In tho 
nlno before, as I- could gather from writings on tho beds 
and In tho mine itself. In this camp was a certain BAUK- 
GART camp-lcador, an 33 -moo. whose rank I do not know. 
Camp-son ior was the .Rumanian Jot STEI2.', lat-r on tho Ger¬ 
man prisoner HO?, block-senior was Arno iZBER. Thcro was 
only ono block when I came to the camp. Later two blocks 
weru added.

I, Dr. ‘ alther IOEBJii®, general practitioner anl diet specialist 
in Larianske Lame Chechoslovakia, having boon duly infereod of the 
punishcent for Baking e false statocent and conocoling the truth, I 
voluntarily declare the following without duress under oat hi 

1. In April 1939, that is three weeks after tho occupation of the 
Protectorate by tho Gereana, I was arrested by the Gestapo. Tho roaeona 
stated In tho protective custody order woroi "Owing to being greatly 
suspected of high treason to the Gere an nation". I was brought via 
Pankratt prison to Drosdno, in February 1940 free there to Sochson- 
hauaon-Oranlenfcurg concentration canp, and free there In October 1942' 
to Osviocin (Auschwitz). At first I was only 1A days in tho coin cacp, 
thon I care to the agricultural crcp Budy. I think this enrp waa working 
for the Main Vjciniatrativo »nd Sccnoeic Offico of tho S3, tho Chief was 
called Caesar. 

2. In Bu$r I worked a s a laborer. Thon I earns to the tain cacp 
as a doctor. For fear of tho chief ineate doctor, the Polish citizen 
Dr. CEP.DC (eithor Stanlslaw or ETonialaw) »ho worked uand In hand with 
the S3 and who por forced operations upon lnonte ccerades and rho also 
usod to got rid of various colleagues free tho slc-bay, I had nyaolX 
transferred baok to the oac|> Aidy. Thero I worked as an lnonto doctor. 

4 weeks ago I road in "Hlaa" that DP.DfG had boon arrostod in avglsnd 
and was handed evor to Poland. 

3. In ajneor 1944 I was sent to tha cacp Janina, ulne "Onto Hoff- 
nung". I worked thero as an ireato surgoon. Dr. Erica ORLIX, at present 
specielist In Toplloc Snnov, Ullco Ksrla Capko 48 was tho chief inrate 
physician. Ho had rlroody boon working thore for a loi*: tine, and also 
had no re oortaot with the cine aAilnlstration and the recoining porsonal 
of tho cine. 


4. Free, what cccrades told no I discovered that tho nlno was ackalni 
tratod by tho I.C. Farbenindustrie. And thus I discover^ also that 
directors of I.G. Farbon earn to inspoct tho cine.

5. After cy arrival in Janina, Dr. ORLIK told ce that ho had cskod 
for co as: a surgeon, as%ouLl not eopo alooe with tho frequent rdning 
accldonfcs. Aceidorfca webs very nucorcus, often fatal, setotioea I had 
to aeputate wholo liebs, which were costly slashed by falling rock. 

I was once in the cine too, to fetch a casuality, and in so doing 
was able to soe that the im-tos had to work under tho cost difficult 
conditions with lack of security oeasures. On tho other hand naturally 
there wore accidents'oausod by tho fact that pocplo wore assi^ed to a 
highly darv.erous Job, who were net trained for it and who were physical¬ 
ly unsuitable.

13. The prisoners' kitchen was staffed wlt'i fellow workers and 
hence kept as clean cs was within their Dower. The mine management 
neither inspected the kitchm,na- ascertained in any way Aether our 
food was precared adequately or proocrly. 

14. Our camp was surrounded with electrically charged barbed wire, 
and guarded by armed SS guards. Vac hint gun towers supplemented the 
fence. The camp could be seen from all directions and was directly

*Tte Ansclmitx oonoantratirn coop established for the main purpose of 
exterminating traaia beings. Life or leetb of the inmates depended solely 
upon their fitness for work* All who were etnaldorod fit tc work were 
used es slave lehcrere i all who were not considered fit to work were 
exterminated in gas chambers end their bodies burned. 

Then the remainder of dead exceeded the capacity of the specially oon- 
atruotod crematoria, the 'overflow' of human beings was burned in huge 
open bonfires. Here many victims were also burned alive. In Auaohwitz 
alone, throe to four millico persons were exterminated, and another cno- 
r.alf million died free disease and starvation. 


•The decision between life and death of newly arrived lrmates was aado 
pursuant to a screening system which operated as follows i There were two 
33 doctors on duty to examine the incoming transports of prisoners. The 
prisoners would bo marched by one of the doctors who would make spot 
doeisions as they walked by. Those who appeared fit for work wore aont 
into the oasp. Others were sent iasodiately to the ex to ra inn t Ion ohsmbero. 
Children of torder yoars wore usually exterminated, elnoe by reason ef 
their youth, most of them were considered unable to work. Steps were takon 
to conceal from the viotlas the feet that they were to bo exterminated and 
it was represented to them that by going threugh the gas chambers they wore 
only going thrrugt a bathing and do lousing proeoaa. It took free three to 
fifteen minutes to kill tho people in the death charbor, and when their 
soroaalrg had stepped it was assumed they were dead. About a half hour later 
the doors were opened and the Vdlos removed, whereupon epeoial oomandos 
of the SS took off tho rings and oxtreotod the gold free the teeth of the 
oorpaes. The bodies uoro then oremated and of ter ereoatien, their Mhos were 
used for fertiliser. In scoo instances, attests were made to utilise the 
fat from the bodies of tho victims in the oosmeroial manufacture of sc*p.

If ho voro not in euch a position , 
no knowledge of tho ueo to which tho gee was bolng put oould 
rarko hin guilty. 

10. THE VERDICT 

Tosoh and ‘.folnbaohor wero found guilty. 

Droelhn wr.e acquitted. 

11. THE SENTENCE 

Counsel tot Toeoh, ploading In nitigr.tlon of sontonoo, aald 
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that If Tesoh did Know the uso to which tho gne wr ** bolng 
put, and had oonsontod to It, this happonod only under enormous 
pressure from tho S.8. Furthermore, had Tosch not cooperated, 
the S.3. would certainly hare achieved their alas by othor 
noons. Teach was merely an accessory boforo tho faot, and 
evon so, an unimportant ono. 

Counsol for Welnbnchor plor.dod that the Court should

2. QUESTION'S OF SU3 ST ACTIVE LAVf

2. I have held the appointments of Covcrnnent President 
of CCIAGHE, Government President of HAHCVLB end Chief of 
the flipping Division of the Heraenn GCIC.H G 7orks. 

I held this latter appointment when I was arrested by the 
Gestapo on 1 Mar 1944. I was subsequently released, but 
arroatod again ir. Aug 194< - 

3. The three top chiefs of I.G. Parben. were 

3CE.ITZ, HGNZR, wno used to live in ELTi^-DAKLEE, and 
‘Jilhelu von SCHHITZLLB, of 0BS2UR3J1, LUISAHHOF, neer 

IXCKhR 1 a brother i 


rSiSSPOEI-on-KAlH. IXCSwR'a brother is otill living at 
D..EIQT-2)AHX£2£. He was the Chief of Staff at the Reich 
I^j'.istry of Scononics. The best infor-iction regarding all 
dotails of I.G. Parben can bo obtained iron a Mr. UKGET/I* LR, 
Chief of the Reich Group for Chemistry. Ho was continually 
opposod to the nonopoly held by I.G. Parben. He was lr.3t 
living at BERLIli-Cladow. He is an export on I.G. ?*rben 
questions. 

4. I.G. Parben was the groatest chonionl enterprise in 
GJTJX Y. In the field of chemistry thoy wore nore power¬ 
ful then KP.UPP's was in the field of arriements. Any choraiccl 
flra of any standing was either owned or supported by I.G. 
Pcr'ocn. 

5. I have not net Dr. TSSCH. I havo howover heerd of the 
r.cuc ^ZyZXON". It was a well-known fact that ZYZXOK (prueoic 
cold) cano fron a fira in HAKEURG. I hr.vo discussed It in 
converse tic r.s with industrialists who said it wes produced 

ei rsAZi-JP.G. 

6. It was coa-von knowledge in 1943 what ves being done 
with this gas. I had a conversation about it with War Econo¬ 
mic Loader HEIKDRICE, who was the Raich Cfficiel for Im¬ 
mediate Action. HBISD3ICH is new at No. 5 Civilian Intorn- 
aont Canp. It was quito openly said that this gas wfs being 
used on human beings. 

7. Ir. my opinion tho gassing oporaticr.e wore being talked 
ab ut practically everywhere in GSRlX'i*. Tho bosoes of I.G. 
Tarocr. must have known what this gas was being used for. 

3. It was common knowledge that this gas was being used 
for killing people and I am utterly shattered when ny cora- 
patrl ts now say that they never know anything ebout it.

yfcen I was c hief of the Shipping Divider. in Hamburg I kept 
nearing about it; in fact a lot of dirty jokes were told prin¬ 
cipally about the killing of the Jews. It wbb quite ofcon 
said: "You'd better wetch out or you'll go up tho chimney." 

2hat was quite a common eeying in GSIUIAKY. Of course such 
jokes were* net written dewn but I have written a number 
of books which referred to the Batter. They have boon 
dopesited in SWHZSRLAHD. 

9- The general talk was that the gas r/cs boing uoed on 
human beings. To tho best of ay knowledge it was first 
used for the gaseing cf insane people in 1940, and in 
1943 for peoplo other than those who were insane. The gas¬ 
sing of insane persons was very well comouflaged. This 
was carried out under tho official heading of "Bods 
Saving Campaign". lunatics were taken away from asylums 
to well concealed pieces. One of then was supposo^to 
be at VQBTSXEEBG. 

The procedure for gassing ineer.c po-plo wad 

(a) k fairly high-ranking nodical offloor in the SS 
appeared at tho ooylun, idontifying himself with 
a document signed ty a very 'Obscure department 
known as tho Bcich Department for tho Insono. 

Kc ordered the asylum HOc to ooloct certain 
categories, i.o. imbeoilos and persons montelly 
unfit. 
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(b) The patients were then collected end taken 
away "into nowhere". In this connection 
extreme measures of cam uflogc wore employed. 

10. There was nicor opposition to the scheme from 
Government-operated luup.tie asylums, and strong opposition 
from priveto asylums. A friend of mino, who was the chief 
of the “riveto lunatic asylum at HAH0V2R, Dr. Werner STANCE 
of Schoppenhauerstrasso 4, HAHOVZR, saved his inmates from 
being gassed by bribing the authorities with some gccco. 

11. Tho placo at WiJR?213ERG was established in 1941, It 
was presumably using this prussio acid gas. Many of tho 
very largo lunatic asylums in the RHULiLAZ-D wore Government' 
operatod but thoy woro looked after by Catholic priests. 
They wore completely onptiod of patients wbon this gee come 
into being. I only know of tho placo at J.Ri'^LSCRGJ 

12. Boforo my arrest by -he Gestapo in l>.rch 1944 I know 
of a firm called ORGACIT et L2_S£, near riLKSCRG, It was 

a subsidiary company of I.G. Perbon end was producing largo 
quantities of prussic rcid gas. 

^ 13. Storilisation end extermination wore more or loss 

troatod as tho same subjoct. rfith regard to opottod fevor, 
thoro wes quite an epidemic of it in GERUADY, pertioularly 
in transit camps that imported workers frem the Ecst. It 
nijht well be that "epottod fever" was also c term uood as 
a camouflage for gassing operations.

The label 
pead Cyklon B. The content a seemed like fine, blue gravel. This 
granular gas was poured into a large vat of water; after it had 
b«er: dissolved the fluid was sprayed into the hut by means of 
sprays. The solution from one can containing about 5 kilogram 
was enough to disinfect thoroughly a whole hub, plus the Installations 
for 1.000 persona. 

Baring the systematic disinfection of the hut it often happened that 
:ork had to be stopped because the supply of Cy*.don B becaiae ex¬ 
hausted. I once heard the worker , SjG Para, who carried out the 
disinfecting,say that not ever, enough gas uas available at the time 
to fumigate the transport.

Prea April 1944 until about aid-Cctobcr 1944 the mass uxtcrainatlon 
took on such proportions (from 15 April on 3 - 4 train s - .dth 5C cars 
each, creeaod :dth people, arrived daily) that all 4 crouatoria woro 
not large enough to burr, tho human beings -./ho had already boon gapsed. 
Near crematoria HI and IV, t hero fore, 2 gigantic funeral pyroa 
wore orectod, on which oountains of gassed inmates wore burnod tho 
nbelo tine.

At all tins l£GECCH has been in close contact with tho authorities 
of the fcoic*\ and its osnstltocnt states who woro responsible for pest 
control. This was net only due to the peculiarity of the CBGSKH pro¬ 
cess, ever. If ths toxicity of hydrocyanic acid and tho inflammability 
of athyler.« oxide night h*vo accounted for this. The loss dangorous 
Cartox and Tritox process,also developed by EBG3SCH,irero also subject 
to an official regulation shortly after their introduction. All tho 
parties ccncomod -rill probably also seek official recognition in regard 
to thn Ilitril fi process ard Ventox which are about to be introduced. 

Quite independently from that, DEGESCH has willingly a»da avallablo to 
tto authorities its practical experiences in all questions of fumigation 
and the fuaigotor's professicn aid tried to maintain as objective an 
attitude as possible. Tho necessary contact between the industrial 
enterprise and the representatives cf the state has in this way been 
promoted for cany years.

Dovolorewnt and improvement of the 9 EEC5SCH processus.

Developoont and improvement of tho IEGBSCH methods are so closely relat¬ 
ed to tho dev-lopcant of the WGSSCH itself that a short account of 
them must be given. It is probably not generally known that it was the 
necessity of tha first world war which led to the setting up of a now 
organization free which tto Deutsche Gesellschaft fucr Schaedlingsbo- 
kaempfung originated. 

In spring 1917 the ^Technical Co-azittee for Post Control" at the Prussian 
Ministry of War was founded, with the task of fighting insect plagues

which threatened our asrdes as disease carriers and destroyed or im¬ 
paired our grain and food reserres. The emergency forced them to use 
an agent whose lethal effects on insects ware already irr.own, but which 
in peacetime had not been ruch used in Germany, because it was regarded 
as too dangerous, the methods for its application wore too primitive, 
and the gas protection problem had not been solved satisfactorily. 

At that tins-hydrocyanic acid which later on,through improved applica¬ 
tion nethods,w«8 to secure the first place aneng §a3oous insecticides, 
emerged for the first time. 

'Then after the unfortunate <od of the world war there res no more scope 
for the Technical Corelttee and ite affiliated "iiilitar^ unit for Pest 
Control" its tasks and some of its personnel wore transferred in 1919 
to the Deutsche Ge sell sc .'.aft fuer Schaodlingsbskaenpfung whioh was at 
first fouaiod as a semi-independent enterprise. In 1922 the enterprise 
was transformed into a private firm, with its scat in Frankfurt/Uain. 

For many years it o derated es an exclusive subsidiary of tho Dsutsche 
Gold- und SiIber-Sc is ider r. stalt, but from. 1930 on it was operated ns 
a Joint sales company of LZTUSSA rnd I.G. Farban. 

Seeking to replace tho primitive method of obtaining hydrocyanio 
acid from Qyanaatrlun and sulphuric acid, i.o. the old "Pottich method", 
b7 a roro suitable -nd cleaner method, EEGE9CH technicians very early 
thought cf absorbing liquid hydrocyanic acid in kioselgur and packing 
it in gas proof cans. Thus they developed the Cyclon process which ia 
today knom all over the world.

It was a leng way, full of sctbacko and surprises, from the first cons 
of cyclon manufactured in an old stnblo with a makoalift apparatus to 
tho construction of a plant, whore sevorel thousand kilograaa of cyclon 
rresric acid are now produced ever/ day. 

Apart from tho valuable experiences golncd by fumigation practice, it 
was mainly duo to thj thoroughness of a email laboratory V ich contri¬ 
buted to tho standardising of cyclon prediction b- f lnding carrlor 
materials, packing methods, and careful testing to incrcaso tho reliabi¬ 
lity cf cyclon as a leading predict of the CB333CH organization. Only 
the cyclon process rendered large-scale hydrocyanic acid fumi¬ 
gations possible. Owing to its apodal qualitios it succeeded in con¬ 
quering no market after tho otfe r within e short period. 

Today tho following fersa of cyclon arc being used:

Since 1924 almost 250 clllicn cubic rotors of space have bean furlgctod 
with cyclcn. Of those approximately 100 million cubic /rotors were usod 
in Germany flora. 

Whoreas, during fcho first few years, IBUZSCH sold a nur*or of other 
insecticides, it decided in 1925 to restrict itself to the over increas 
ing field of highly toxic g/scs end to abandon all other insecticides. 
Tho development of the last 15 7«are has confined that that dociaion 
was right.

Chly »6on cyanocarbonic eater whose strong irritant effect made it 
vastly superior to pure hydrocyanic acid in the fumigation of dwellinga 
could be introduced upon reco-rendation of Flury and Hese, did a new, 
though temporary, field of training open up for 33GESCH: Reliable fumi- 
gators and particularly employees of larger plants with housing camps, 
dordtories etc. w»re to be trained in this new process. We can no 
longer state today how itny persons were instructed in this process in 
tho course of a year. "«e only know that, at the tins, no value was 
attached to theoretical instructicn in fixed curricula. We rather aln- 
od at caking our students grasp tho difficulties of the process with duo 
regard to ths local conditions they would bo confronted with, so that, 
nt tU end of tho course, they had a sense of aboolute assurance rod 
safety in its practical application.

Improper Application of Hydrocyanic aa a Dolousing Agent.

Thera aro good grounds for believing that t*» re rotation of hydrocyanic 
83 the met effective gas for pest control purooses md exterminating 
vermin is firmly established. Its reliability, even under difficult 
conditions,has been beyond doubt for zany years. This reoutation is 
not only due to the highly toxic effect of hydrocyanic acid on sen aid 
other warmblooded animals; efter thousands of l&rge-scals fumigations 
as a result of which all types of vermin were exterminated, hydrocyanic 
acid has become tre st.v.drrd insecticide. L. 


There is only one sphere of a-olication in which there ia some danger 
of hydrocyanic acid ’nelne -isjudged, both as regards its danger and its 
efficacy. The fumigation of objects with hydrocyanic acid, one of the 
(scat important agents in c abetting typhus, has in this war been sub¬ 
ject to criticism which, Vinj based on completely false precises, ought 
to be countered all the nre effectively, t'e are not referring to the 
controversy, unsettled as ^et, aa to whether hydrocyanic acid fumigation 
is inadequate as an cnti-tvehus agent, because this gas kills the lice 
and their nits but not the rickettsia so that, 1 mediately upai fumiga¬ 
tion, virulent g ins c«y still bo found on the deed lice and their ex- 
crecents. After careful examination, m incline to the view, endorsed 
b - ' cany authorities, that, ooidemiologically, exterrinaticn of the lico 
which prevents their spreading, is decisive in combatting typhus md 
that evon virulent ricketteia can only produce individual cases of 
typhus but not an eoldemic, onco tho lico, easontial to the spreading 
of an epidemic, have beer, exterminated. Thus, the suitability of hydro¬ 
cyanic acid as the most efficacious agent in combatting typhus need not 
bo disputed, once its deadly effect on lico and nits is assured. 


In talking about doubts as to tho effectiveness of hydrocyanic acid, wo 
have *3nothing quite different, much more concrete, in mind. Every fu¬ 
migation oxpert knows that the gas concentrations and duration of ex¬ 
posure customary for hydrocyanic acid - usually 10 gracia/cba for a 
period of 11-20 hours - allow for a high margin of safety, but that a 
number of different factors, such as disturbances, complications etc. 
tend to reduce this margin to its very limits. The assumption that such 
a safety rr-argin is still allowed for within tho inevitably' severely 
United time set for fumigation of objects - 20 g/cbo within only one 
hour l - is therefore hardly warranted.

A) Preliminary . 

.Tn the year covered by this report, the unuaual lncroaso 
of the demand for insecticides has led to the exhaustion 
of all available stocks of notorial, although in apitb of 
that requirements could .-.ot bo satisfied sufficiently. There¬ 
fore it is not particularly surprising that DEGSSCH*s supply 
capacity was used up to the limit of production capacity and 
a corresponding increase in turnover resulted. The actual 
achievement of the enterprise- was that it was possible to cc 
with the increased requirements of naterinl and packing mater.' 
nls as wo 11 as with tho frequently alnost insuperable diffi¬ 
culties with regard to shipping and deliveries altogether, 
nnd finally with the'increase in business in genoral, in such 
an oxonplary fashion. 

The total turnover amounted to RM 2 941 COO.which 
oxceeded that of the rovious year ( R){. 1 829. 000.-) by 
approx. 64 t.

I 'as told by “suptsturofuohror Ob'raoycr. The bodioo 
v'r- th*-n throv/n into large ditohos of ubout 100 x 20 x 12 
meters, loeuted near the gas chambers. Lftor a fow days 
the bodies would swoll up and the whole oontents of tho 
ditoh would rise 2~3 meters hi#i b: cause of tho gasos 
that dcvolpped in tho bodies, Lftor a few more days spoi¬ 
ling would stop and tho bodies would collapse. The next 
day the ditahes were filled again, and ooverod with 10

Some wcoks la tor I 
act 3aron von Otter twioe again. Ho told ac that ho had 
sont a report to the Swedish ‘Gov• rnoent, a report whioh, 
according to him, had a strong influonco on tho rola- 
tions botwoon Sweden and Germany. I was not vory suo- 
cossful in my attempt to report everything to tho ohiof 
of tho Vatican legation. I was askod whether I was a 
soldier, and then, was refused an interview.

23 Doc. During the nootlng It was found that both Gonoral- 
etnbenrrt riandloser as well ns tho governnont of the Gcneral- 
gouvemenent had made suggestions for a dlsousslon of tho 
problem. 

Ministorialrat Dr. Blobor made an Introductory roport 
about the situation with regard to epidemics, ihere have boon 
outbreaks of typhus In various parts of tho Reich duo to tho 
Increased employment of Sovlet-nusslan prisoners-of-war In the 
vloh, ac well through Wehrnacht members on furlough or oh 
change of station. In the Gonernlgouvornencnt there hnvo 
been such large numbers of outbreaks of typhus amongst tho 
civilian population which havo originated from tho ghettos 
as well as fron prison camps that tho authorities of the Ge¬ 
ne ralgouvomonont are seriously concerned. 

In several cases German doctors and personnel working 
on disinfection have already been caken 111 and some have 
even died.

The requirements for employments of 
Sovlet-Russlan prlsonere-of-war In Germany's Industry are 
nt this tine so urgent and have taken on such an extent 
chat no guarantee of sufficient de-louslng and disinfection 
could be given. 

To supplenent this, Hlnlsterlalrat Bleber sold that 
the Geroan Industries which were being assigned ,S6vlet prl- 
soners-of-war were being asked In e speolol decree to provide 
their own de-louslng Installations; the official doctors 
concerned would be used as supervisory staff.

In the Generolgwuverncncnt the problon was nuoh grea¬ 
ter since thert had been real epidemics In sone places there.

The placos in the Gouvernenent where It had been produced 
up to now, the typhus Institutes In Cracow (Stabsartt Dr. Eyer 
and In Lenborg (Prof.xelgl) are working exoluolvely fortbho 
Wohrr.acht. The typhus seotlon of the Hygienic Inetltuto In 
Warsaw has so far not been able to produco any largo anounto 
of vaccine so that there la the greatest noed In the Oonoral- 
gouvornonont. 

In this connection Oberstabsarrt Dr. Schols explained 
that the two Institutions in bracow and Lenborg together 
produoe about 12 000 - 15 000 cano per nonth and that this 
does not cover the rcqulronents of the «x'ced Forces. Tho 
institutions are engaged In Increasing their production add 
It Is hoped that within a few nonths productions will bo 
doubled.

In any case Prof. Glldemelstcr reports that 
he has used 2 700 Gena of this vaccine eo far without ha¬ 
ving any cases of slokness up to now with the exception 
of single slight oase. Prof. Kudlck6 reported that he had 
used 3 000 cans of the Behrlngcrworfce vaccine during Oct 9 
November for Inoculating people who are very nuch exposed 
to infection and that eo far no failures have occurred.

Prof. Kudlcko pointed out that tho number of rickcttclf, 
in other words tho concentration of tho vaccine, should be re¬ 
examined, as Wolgcl had lnfoxmcd lam personally that ex¬ 
periments had boon modo to dotoralno'to what dogreo vaccine 
preparod from lice could be dllutud. Tho final aim of course 
wn3 to make largor amounts of vaoclno avallnblo to tho 
population, tho aray and tho civil administration although 
tho must of courso bo effootlvo. T/olgol has noroly observe* 
that occasionally vacclnos which aro rich in rlckcttclu 
immunize loss troll than thoso containing fewer rlckcttsln. 
Thoroforo it may be assumed that thoro is an onalgr between 
tho ogg vaccines and that there nood bo no objoctlons to 
Behring vacclno because of lt3 production, fora and tync. 

On this occasion Pror. Kudlcko stated that tho vccolno 
of tho Bchrlngwcrkc had already stood up to vory spoclal 
tests, because he had vaccinated numerous Jews in tho Warsaw 
ghetto who arc particularly exposed with our vacclno end uo 
to the present time had not yot found a single failure. 

The rate of fatalities in tho Gcncralgouvcmoncnt varied. 
There are places where 10# of all tyohus patients dice and yet 
there aro other places where tho doath rate amounted to more 
than 50#. There can be no question of a particular virulence 
in any ono place since there woro always numerous comparatively 
slight cases.

Ho strosnod tho lnportar.ee of dc-louslng end of rooogni- 
slng tho so-called slight eases, the tmo nature of phi oh ic 
ofton not rocognlsed. Ho stated that tho Altroich is freo 
of typhus to a groat oxtont. This is not a coincidence but 
should bo aocrlbod to tho effectiveness of the ncanuros of 
the sanitary police. Both Oborstabaarrt Ur. Scholz and Praf. 
Glldcnclstcr contrr.dictod this. Prof. Glldcmolstor nolntofi 
out that ns far as possible culturos frou tho ODldanlc it- 
oolf should be used and that ho would bo rilling to pass those 
bacteria to tho Bebringrorko too. A dato for the taking-over 
of theso culturos will bo arrangod shortly. 

A plan for oxporlncnts lias boon arranged with Ur. 
Urugowskl. In this cxporimontnl project Weigel's vucclno end 
the Robcrt-Koch Institute's vacclno cro to bo used. When vro 
asked that tho Behrlngv/orkc vaoclno should also bo induced 
Prof. Glldonclstcr remarked that ho was not lrtorootod in thir.

Prof. Kudlcko drow the attontlon of tho mooting to c 
fact that In tho production of the louso-vaoclno ono should 
be vory caroful to sco sthat no so-called un-lmmunlsod 
rickettala entered tho vaccine by any chir.ce, that Is rlckcttsi 
v.hlch would normally be found In tho Intestines of llco. 
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Tho tests will covor microscopic o::onlnatlon. It rar.y 
not be posslblo to avoid ticking experiments with gul-noi-Pigs, 
which ore to detcmlno tho keeping quelltios of tho v-oolnn. 

This 18 because Wolgcl has soon chat thoro oro vaccines which 
aro alroady rond.orod Ineffective al'tor ? months, although he 
had produced others which kept for 2 or 3 yoars. 

iilnlstorlalrat Blobor advlsod tho Bchrlngncrkc to apply 
as soon as posslblo for tho concession for tho manufacture of 
typhus vaccine from eggs. Vo pointed out that until nov; wo 
had refralnod from doing this bccauso we had not yot distri¬ 
buted a commercial product. 

In conclusion Blobor ordorod tho 3ohrlngwerko to increase 
t’nolr production In Jiarburg tenfold If possible. Application 
should bo mado In writing to both tho ministry of the Interior 
and the Government of the Gonoralgouvomcncnt for written con¬ 
firmation of this order. After thie ordor has boon rocoivod 
the Reich Offlco for Economic Development should bo aopreached.

The activities of Block 
J;6 were r.ot destined for ware r.ot dostir.ed for asternal purposes or 
for Berlin, but only for Block Ii6 itself. After all, it docs not 
bear any other official description. 

The di.-ry, if it hrd been destinod for Borlin or ray othor SS authori¬ 
ties, it vould have had to boar tho title which all rooorts to Borlin 
had to bear. I therefore consider it oossiblo that Dr. Dinp. as I 
havo s'ready euphaslzod, r.ay have had the first pa<je ro-written with 
a new title.

In 1933 I returned to Freiburg and 
completed my high school course and then attended the 
Universities of Freiburg and Munich. In 1939 I concluded 
my medical studies and Joined the Waffen 33 as a phys¬ 
ician.

4. In the latter part of 1941 an experimental station 
was estoblished in the Buchenrald Concentration Camp in 
order to determine the effeot*.eness of various Spotted 
Paver vaccines. This department was called the "Spotted 
Fever Experimental Station" (Fleckfiober Vorsuchsetation - 
Abt. fuer Fleckfiaber und Virus Forsohung) and waB under 
the direct supervision of Dr. DING, alias SCHULER. This 
experimental station was sot up in Block 40 of ths Camp. 

Th2 Hygiene Institute of tho Viaffen SS in Berlin, under the 
command of Dr. Joachim MHUGO'.'SKY, ricoivsd all the reports 
of those ..ctlvitles and Dr. DING took ordors from MRU00WSKY. 
In the early days, that is, botwoen 1941 and tho Summer of 
1943, Dr. Ding had many meetings in Berlin with Dr. Karl 
Gonzkon concornlng his work at Buchonwnld in connection -ith 
the Spotted Fover experiments. Dr. Ding told me th it Dr. 
Gonzkon had a opooial intarart in those matters and that 

he sent him reports at various times. Dr. Ding also sold 
that Dr. Karl Gonzkon was one of his superiors. From my 
association with Dr. Ding I understood that tho ohain of 
command in the supervision of tho "Spotted Fover Kxporl- 
nental station" was os follows: Rclchsnrzt S3 Grawitz, 
Gonzken, Mrugowsky, and Ding. 

5. I can recolleot that Dr. Gonzkon gave orders to 

Dr. Ding in January 1943 to enlarge the experimental station. 
At this time Block 50 was oloaned out end made into n station 


for tho production of the various vaccines to be used in the 
experiments at Block 46. From this time on tho experimental 
station -as known as "Department for Spotted Fevor and Virus 
Research of the Hygiene Institut? of the 'Vaffon SS* (Hygieno 
Institut der r .'affan SS - Abtoilung fuer Flackfiobor und 
Virus Forschung). Then in the sumer of 1943 Dr. Oenzken 
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turned all his duties over to Dr. Mrugowsky and from that 
imo on Genzkon no longir notively participated in these 
natters. I con recall meeting Dr. Mrugowsky, in the home 
of Dr. Din?, on one of his visits to Buchenwald. 

6. inasmuch es 1 'aas constantly associated with Dr. 

D'ng at Duchenwald we became very friendly. I frequently 
discussed mattors with Ding and visited his experimental 
station from time to time. As a matter of fact, Dr. Ding 
had to go to Berlin for discussions ’-ith Dr. Urugowiky and 
others, njarly 3 days out of v try two weeks, and on such 
occasions I was in charge of tho Spotted Fever Institute. 
However, wnen Ding wont to Berlin tho jxpjrimants were dis¬ 
continued uutil ho returned. 

7. Th«- experiments at Blook 46 in the Buchonwnld Con¬ 
centration Comp were conduotod os follows: One group of 
victims wore first vacinnotod with tho spottod fover vaccine 
and thon.infected with the spottod fever virus. In order to 
contrast tho effectiveness of the vaocine onothor group of 
inmates were merely infeoted with the spottod fovor virus 
without any previous vaccination. Between the Autumn of

Dr. MRUGOWSKY's attitude toward thi3 question is 
absolutely positive. He believes that in spite of the 
extensive vaccination of those who were fit for mili¬ 
tary service and cleo of the civilian population with 
injective vaccines there will still be various opportuni¬ 
ties new and in the future, for treatment with perareJ. 
vaccines. Ko points out that in the long tun it will 
be unavoidable that a number of vaccines would be 
combined in one injection in order to simplify tho 
carrying out of va.ccinc.tion.

I would also like to refer to another question. I have also found a 
letter concerning a certain Dr. Vetter, about whea the interrogating 
officer had asked ac.

The letter stating mj opinion 
is enclosed. Considering tho saount of exposes which I had -o road 
it is understandable that tho nano of an author, whoso work I did 
not approve of free a scientific point of vicw,hcs slipped ray ocoory.

Tho concentrate 1 : 25 necessary for this mist bo obtained -.-cah from 
Dr. Stephan. Cn the othor hand its inhibition of tho Tuberculosis perm 
culture which ia mentioned, is ao strong, that it cannot bo ignored 
if the entrv-1 -xperisent really discloses oos.. thing positive. It neod 
not be cceploto inhibition and suppression of the course of the ill- 
noss of tho rabbit. Even a considerable delay of a few months would bo 
of interest. I think it would pay to arrange for s&ao animal experim¬ 
ents with rdtrorcridin. 

In the case of tho clinical observations by Dr. Vottor it is 
difficult to determine how ouch improvement can be attributed to tho 
rest and the better care, os the patients hrve evidently boon in c 
very poor stete of health (compere tho weights). 

I also had tho feeling that Holler 1 s expose on nitroccridin has 
been published a littlo too early, but this applies even more to the 
work cn tub-rculosis. One has the impression that the nitrcacridin 
preparation,^ regard to its publication, was under a bad omen from 


tho beginning.

In general tho treatment lasts 5 days and oan easily 
be spread over 7 days. 

Up to the present It has been proved that preparation 
B 1034 In the doses stated above Is borne most ad¬ 
mirably by the system. 

It Is not lntonded to publish anything on the subjeot of 
preparation B 1034 as the preparation will certainly not bo 
put on tho market as a remedy for typhus. For such a purposo 
the ouratlve offsets are beyond question too weak. On the 
contrary, wo hope that In tho near future our rosouroh la¬ 
boratories which are oonoentretlng their experiments on tho 
discovery of preparations to eliminate rlckettala will provide 
us with material's which will provo more effeotlvo than pre¬ 
paration B 1034. Wo should bo glad to keep up our oonnootlon 
with you so that at the end of the year when we oan oount on 
a rlao in typhus flguros, wo can Inform you of any new 
preparations for uoo In experiments.

Uy nano is TOilDOS VLADYSLAV. I am 46 years old, of Romcn 
Catholic faith, of Polish nationality and a Polish subjoct, 
a doctor, residing at ZAKOPANE, CKRAuSCOVSKI St. In tho 
sanatorium of tho Polish Red Cross. I wa3 In tho concen¬ 
tration ccm of Auschwitz as a Polish polltloal prieonor 
from 29 July 1941 to 25 August 1944; my prisoner number 
wa3 13371. I was arreatod In Z AX OP AN £ whero I worked a3 
a doctor of tho sanatorium ■Odrodzcnlo" for tuborcular 
patlonts from 1932. In tho concentration camp at Ausch¬ 
witz I rorkod in the camp fcosoltal for prisoners /Haoft- 
11 ngokrc: 1conbau: HK3/ at first as r molo nurso (Pflcger) 
and later I -as admitted to work as a doctor.Duo to ray 
practice and professional trainory I was In chargo of tho 
tuborculosls ward, which was located In block No; 20. 

Whon I first bogan to work thorc, nenoly In 1941, all 
patlonts suffering from tuborculosls woro killed by 
moans of ohcnol lnjoctlons; in tho beginning tho shots 
wore aopllod lntravcnlously, later booauac It was found 
that docth was more certain tho shots roro medo In tho 
hoart. A Gorman doctor decided who of tho patients should 
be killed by means of phenol lnjoctlon. Usually It wes 
ENT RES S; at one tine Dr. JUNO, both 3S doctors. In many 
ccso9 SS mclo nurse (Scnltcot3dlonstgchllfo; SDG) for 
Instance KLSKR whoso former occupation was shocrnnfcing. 

3y order of Dr. BITRESS about 200 patlonts suffering 
fron tuberculosis woro lnstcllod In two rooms of Block 20 
in tho first three months of 1942. I was In charge of tholr 
trcctwcnt. After some tlmo I reported to ENTRESS that tho 
patients wero fooling hotter, that thorc was hope of curing 
them, provided that bettor food were glvon them. ENTRoSP 
ocralttod double food rations for these patients. Burtr,3£> 
told them frankly that he ranted to learn more about tho 
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cxtoralnatcd, tho patients being killed either v.-lth 
phonol or rlth gases. In the first non the of 1945 tho 
SS doctors gave official pornlsslon to treat tubercular 
patients. For this purpose rorc established special rooms 
in block Ho. 20. 

This situation continued until tho end. During tho vbolo 
of tills period the tubercular oatlcnts rho were critically 
rill or had been laid up for a long tlno vrero solcctod and 
exterminated. 


EKTRESS alrays stressed that tho anount of tuoorcular 
oatlcnts In tho roons res too groat; ho solcotod oatlonts 
and sent by transport In ordor to docroaso tho amount, as 
ENTHESS used to can It. This res a cover nhlch crock od 
oxtcrnlnntlon of hunan beings by neans of a ohonol Injec¬ 
tion or by gas. Vhoa they rcro still alive ro rropnrcd a 
ccso history for such patients by ordor and Instruction of 
EUTRZSS In nhlch It ras etatod that the condition of tho 
pctlcnt had bocomc rorsc and that ho dlod on the day of 
the so-called transport. STRESS v:as rolontlcss during tho 
selections; I rltnossoe rhen he addressed a oatlcnt with 
heart condition: "I an not a doctor hero". Tho other doctors 
me* tialo nurses did tho sano. An cccidont often decided 
the d.or.th of a patient. I recall that SDO KLEHR examined 
r. certain Joe rho had a good constitution; KLEHR ras 
undccldod about his fate, vhether to leave him In hospital 
or to send him to die. This patient res asked rhat his 
profession had been. He ans'orod that ho ras a rabbi. On 
hearing this onsror KLEHR rlth a onllc on his faco sont hln 
to dlo. In 1942 tho SS doctor HEUiUTH VETTER arrived In the 
concentration conp at Aucchrltz. Ly follor>-doctor3 onongst 
tho prisoners knor hln from beforo tho rar, rhen VETTER as

Those r/tro all prepa¬ 
rations produced by tho flra BAYER. \.o noted on tho basis 
of our observations that theso preparations did not cure tho 
soottod fovor and tho majority of patients dlod. I do not 
l'.no- any details concerning tho dosos and the course of tho 
disease, because I did not coco In contact rlth the treat¬ 
ment of sootted fever nth those oroocratlons. Tho formor 
prisoners doctors FEIKIEL and KLODZINSKI arc rfcll Informed 
on this subject.

"Tho liquidation of Jors in the Auschwitz concentration 
camp in tho yoars 1942 and 1943, when Rudolf Hooss was 
conn and or, was known tc me through Kiunlor's spooch, and 
I nyeolf also sew tho gas obrcibors and. tho crcnatorlun In 
Auschvhtz in the suncor of 1944°. 

The nost lurid descriptions of tho Jewish extermination pro¬ 
gram aro found lr. tho reports of Gorman officers themselves, 
in which, it can be assumed, tho crueltios and atrooltlos urc 
not cxaggorctcd. Lieutenant General of Police Katzman, re¬ 
porting with ovidont prld.o in June 1943 on progross in murder 
in Galicia, writes:

Units of tho Security Pollco end SD In the oocuniod 
territories of tho Ea3t, which -ore undor civil ndninistra- 
tlon, roro glvon a similar task. Tho Plcnned and syotona- 
tlc character of tho Jewish persecutions is best lllustrr- 
tod by tho original report of the SS 3rigcdlor-Gcncrol 
Stroop, rho rras in charge of the destruction of tho ghot- 
to In Ur.rsavr, *hich took olaco in 1943. Tho Tribunal re¬ 
ceived in ovldcnco that rooort, illustrated *1th photo¬ 
graphs, boaring on Its title page: "Tho Jewish Ghotto In 
•<arsavr No Longer Exists". Tho voluno records a sorlos of 
reports sont by Stroop to the Highor SS end Pollco Fuchror 
East. In April end «oy of 1943, In one report, Strooo 
wrote: 


a Tho resistance out up by the Jews end blndlts could 
only bo suppressed by energetic actions of our troops 
cay an<*. night. The Roiohsfuehror S3 orforof. thoreforo on 
23 April 1943 tho cleaning out of the ghotto with utter 
ruthlossness and cordless tenacity. I thoreforo decided 
to destroy and burn down the entire ghetto, without re-- 
gord to tho aroonent factories. ~ . .......

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These factories were systematically dismantled and then 
burnt. Jews usually left their hideouts, but

frequently remained In the burning bullcings and Jupod out 
of the windows only when the heat becano unbearable. Thoy 
then tried to crawl with broken bones across tho street In¬ 
to buildings which rero not afiro .... Life In tho sewers 
was not pleasant after the first week. Many tluos wo could 
hoar loud voices In the sewors .... Tear gas bombs roro thrown 
Into tho manholes, and the Jews driven out of sowors and 
capturod. Countloss nunbors of Jews wero liquidated, in 
sowers and bunkers through blasting. The longer tho roslstnnco 
continued, tho tougher booano tho nenbers of tho Vuffun SS, 
Polico and Vohroeoht, who always dlsoborgod tholr dutlos In 
an exemplary uennor". 

Stroop recordod that his action ct Warsaw clialnatod 
"a proved, total of 56 066 poiple. To that wo havo to add. tho 
number of thoso killed through blasting, flro, otc., whloh 
cannot bo counted". Qrin cvldaico of mass nurdors of Jows waB 
also presonted to tho Tribunal in clnocc.tograph files do- 
plotlng tho cennunr.l gravos of hundreds of victims will eh woro 
subsequently discovered by tho Allies. 

Thoso atrocitloa wero all part and pnrool of tho polioy 
inaugurated In 1941, and it la not surprising that thoro 
should be evidenoo that one or two Ocxnan officials cr.torod 
vain protests against the tmtcl nanr.or Ir. whloh tho killings 
woro carried out. But the nothods omployul never oonfomod to 
a single pattern. The man a aero s of Houno cJid Pubno, of whloh 
tho Gorton enginoor Grr.obo spoke, woro oxav.plos of ono notbod; 
tho systematic extermination of Jows In concentration caries, 
was another. Part of tho "final solution' was the gathering 
of Jows from ell Ooroon-ooouplod EUropo In concentration 
ooiipa. Tholr physical condition was the tost of life or doath. 
All who roro fit to work woro used, as siavo leborors In tho 
concentration ccnos; all rho wero not fit to work woro destroyed 
In gc.s chambers end. tholr bodies burnt. Cortaln concentration 
oonps such as Trobllnka end Auschwitz woro sot asldo for this 
main ourooso. With rogard. to Auschwitz, tho Tribunal hoard tho 
ovldonco of Hocss, tho commandant of tho coma from 1 May 1940 
to 1 December 1943. Ho ostlmatod that In tho comp of Ausoh- 
wltz clone in that tino 2 500 COO porsons roro oxtoxmlnc.tod, 
and that a further 500 OOO died from disoceo and starvation 
Hooss doscrlbod tho screening for oxtozrunatlon by stating In 
ovid.cnco : 

"We had two SS doctors on duty at Auschwitz to oxnnlno 
the Incoming transports of prlsonors. Tho prlsonors 
would bo marched by ono of the doctors who would make 
spot decisions as they walkod by. Thoso who roro fit 
for work were sont into tho crap. Others werosont 
immediately to tho extermination plants. Children of 
tonder years woro Invariably oxtermlnatod .since by 
reason of tholr youth thoy 

signed: A.H. Elbau 
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were unablo to work. Still anothor Improvement wo nc.fi o 
over Trobllnka was that at Trobllnka the vietins aluo9t 
always knon that thoy were to bo oxtornlnatod and at 
Auschwitz wo endoavorod to fool tho vlctlns into thinking 
that thoy were to go through a dolouslng proooss. Of 
course, frequently thoy rcallzod our true Intentions and 
po sometimes had riots and dlffocultlos duo to that fact. 
Very frequently women would hide tholr children und.or 
their clothes, but of course when wo found then wo would, 
send the ohlldrcn In to bo oxtoxnlnntod". 

He described, the actual killing by stating : 

"It took from throo to flftoon minutes to kill tho pcoplo 
in the doath chcmbcr, depending upon olAr-etio conditions. 
We knot; whon the pcoplo wore doad because their screaming 
stopped. We uouolly waited about on-* half-hour before we 
opened the doors and removed the bodies. After the bodies 
were removed our special cocnandos took off the rings 
ana extracted the gold from the teeth of the corpHoo". 

3eatlng, starvation, torture, and killing were general. 
The innatos were subjected to cruel experiments at Dachau In 
August 1942, victims wore true rued In odd water until their 
body tenoerature was reduced to 20° Centigrade, when they died 
immediately. Other experiments included high altitude oxpo-I. 
rimento to d.-tomino how long liman beings could survive in 
freezing water, experiments with poison bullcto, experiments 
with contagious diseases, and exp o r im or. 13 dealing with 
atomization of men and womon by X-rays and other methods. 


Evidonco was givon of the treatment of tho Inmates be¬ 
fore and oftor tholr oxtorn!nation. Thoro was tostlmony that 
the hair of womon vlctlns wee cut off before thoy wore killed, 
and shipped to Germany, there to bo usod In tho nanufooturo 
of nattroases. Tho clothos, money and valuables of tho lnnatos 
wero also salvaged and sent to the appropriate ogonclos for 
disposition. After the exterr!nation tho gold tooth and 
fillings oro takon from tho hoods of tho corpsos and oont to 
tho Relch9bank. 


After cmntlon tho ashes wero used for fortlllzor, and In 
some instances attempts wero nado to utilize the fat fron tho 
bodies of tho victims In tho commercial nnnufacturo of soap. 
Special grouos travolod through EUropo to find Je./s and sub¬ 
ject thorn to the "final solution". German missions woro sont 
to such satellite countries cs Hungcry and Bulgaria., to arrange 
for the shipment of Jows to oxtomlnatlor. oamps and It is 
known that by tho end of 1944 400 000 Jows from Hungary had 
boon murdered at Auschwitz. Evidence has also been givon of tho 
evacuation of 110 000 Jews from part of Rumania for "liquida¬ 
tion". Adolf Elchnann, who had been put In charge of this pro¬ 
gram by Hitler, has estimated that the 
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policy pursued resultod in the killing of 6 nlllion Jons 
of nhlch 4 nlllion norc klllod In the cxtoralnatlon Institutions. 
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end corroct copy of on excorpt fron the Judgnont In tho Trial 
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SB^JiQW&jmKLTX 


For hi8 25 years of speaking, writing, and preaohlng hatred 
of the Jons, Strelchor nas widely known as "Jen-Baitor Number 
One". In his spooches and articles, nook after nock, month 
aftor month, he infected tho Goroan mind nlth tho virus of 
antl-Sccltlso, and' Incited tho Gorman People to aotlvo perso- 
culatlon.Each Issue of Der Stuorcor, uhloh roaohod a circula¬ 
tion of 600 000 in 1935, nas flllod mth suoh artlolcs, often 
lev** and disgusting. 

Strclchcr had chargo of tho Jo\rlsh boycott of 1 April 1933. 

Ho advooatod the Hurnborg Doorcos of 1935. Ho nas roponslblo 
for tho demolition on 10 August 1938 of tho synagoguo In Nuny 
borg. And on 10 Novonbor 1938 ho spoke publicly In support 
of the Jowl sh pogrom vhlfh nos taking plcoo ct that tlmo. 


But it nas not only in Goroany that .this dofondant advooatod 
his doctrlnos. A3 oarly cs 1938 ho began to coll for tho 
annihilation of tho Jonlsh raco. Tnonty-throo dlfforont 
artlolcs of Dor Stuoraor botnoon 1938 and 1941 wore produood 
In ovidcnco. In nhlch oxtormlnation "root and branch" nas 
proaohod. Typical of-his teachings was o leading artlolo In 
Scptcobor 1938 nhloh toraod tho Jon a gorc and a post, not 
a human bolng, but "a paraslto, an onany, an ovll-door, a 
dicoonlnator of dlsoafloo who must bo dostroyod In tho Interest 
of mankind". Othor articles urgod that only nhen norld Jewry 
hod boon annihilates would tho Jpnlsh problem havo boon sol- 
vod, and prodiotod that 50 yoars honco the Jonlsh grayos 
"'.111 proclaim tha.t this people of r.uidorcrs and criminals 
has after all not Its deservod fate". Strolohor, In February 
1940, published a letter from ono of Dor Stuonr.or's roadoro 
nhlch oonpared Jons mth snara6 of locusts nhloh must bo 
oxtormlnr.tcd conplotoly. Such nos tho poison Strolohor ln- 
Jootod into tho minds of thousands of Gormans nhlch oausod 
them to follow the National Soolcllst policy of Jonlsh 
persecution and oxtormlnation. a loading artlolo of Dor Stuor¬ 
aor in Hay 1939 shows cloarly his aim :

As the war In the oarly stages provod successful In aoqulrlng 
coro and more territory for the Rolch, Strolohor ®y cn ln ^ on ^ 
slfled his offorts to lnolte tho Gomans against tho Jons, in 
tho record aro 26 artlolcs from Dor Stuoraor, PUDttJho* ***- 
woon August 1941 and Soptember 1944, 12 by Strelchor*s own hanc 
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nhich demanded annihilation and extermination In unequivocal 
terms. He wroto and published on 25 December 1941:

"If the danger of the reproduction of that curst of 
Gold in tho Jewish blood is finally to cono to an 
ond, then thcro 13 only ono way - tho extermination 
of that poople whose father Is tho devil". 


And in Fobruary 1944 his own article stated :

With knoclodgo of the extermination of the Jons In tho Occu¬ 
pied Eastern Torntory, Vais defendant contlnuod to nrlto 
and publish hl3 prooagandc of doath. Testifying In this trial, 
ho vehemently denied any knowledge of mbs oxooutloHS or Jov:o. 
3 ut the ovldonco cakes It clccr tnct ho continually rccolvod 
current information on tho progroas of tho "final solution . 

Hi8 proos photographer was sent to visit tho ghottos of tho 
East in the soring of 1943, tho time of tho destruction of 
tho Warsaw ghotto. Tho Jewish nowspapor, Israelitlochcs '-ocnon- 
blatt, nhloh Strclohor rocolvod and read, oarrioa in each issue 
aocountc of Jewish atrocltlco In tho East, and gave flguros on 
the number of Jews who had boon deportod and killed. For oxano. 
lssuos appearing In tho sunnor and fall of 1942 reportod tho 
death of 72 729 Jews In Warsaw, 17 54d In Lodi, 13 000 in 
Croatia, 125 000 in Ruefula, 14 000 in Latvia, 85 000 In 
Yugoslavia, 700 000 In ell of Poland. In November 1943 Strol- 
chor quoted verbatim an article from tho Israclltlochos Woehen- 
blatt which stated that tho uors had virtually dlsappoarod 
from EXrropo, and oocncntcd “This Is not a Jowish lie . In Doot 
ber 1942, referring to an artlclo In tho Londonabout 
tho atrocltios, aiming at oxtermination, Strolchcr sale that 
Hitler had given warning that tho oooondWorid War would ioad 
to tho destruction of Jewry. In January 1943 ho \,roto ana 
published, an artlclo which said that Hitlor's proohooy was be¬ 
ing fulfilled, that world Jewry was bolng extirpated, 

It was wonderful to know that Hitler was frocing tho world, of 
its Jewish.tormentors.

It is surprising how naive, not to say ignorant, ia the 
attitude of certain European circles towards the Je‘ ish problem 
even in the fourth year of this gigantic atrugglo. They ab¬ 
solutely do not went to realize that this war is a war of the 
Jewish race and its abetting nations against aryan humanity as 
ell as against western culture and civilization, and that there¬ 
fore everything we Germans ard Europeans, as champions of the 
principle of a coral world order, chariah and love,is at stake. 
Those circles are too prone to see in the Jewish problem merely 
a question of huaanltarianisc. They therefore Judge it on the 
grounds of momentary emotions rather than according to the know¬ 
ledge and understanding of clear and cold reason. And yet there 
is no doubt that we -^>uld expose our people and Reich as woll as 
the whole of Europe to the gravost danger, if we wore to ahow 
ovon the slightest weakness in the solution of the Jewish problem.

danger. Hero and there, this may lead to grave decisions, but 
all this ia irrelevant when cocnared with this dangor. For this 
war ia a racial »ar. It has originated with the Jews and in its 
purpose ard plan does not follow any other aim but tho destruction 
and extermination of our people. 

. Ko other prophetic utteranco of tho Fuehrer la coming truo 

with such an uncanny cortainty and inevitability aa the prediction 
thet, if Jewry would contrivo to provok** a second world war, this 
would not load to tho destruction of aryan humanity, but to tho 
annihilation of the Jo- ish race. This procoss is significant 
in world history and needs its time, as it probably xill havo 
unpredictable conscquencoa. But it can no longer bo stopped. 

. The Jews 'ill havo to respond for tneir innumerable crimos 

against tho happiness and peace of humanity, and surely one day 
thoy will meet in tho *iolo world the punishront they are already 
ufforing in Germany today. ’Sc aro talking without any ro- 
sontm?nt in this catter.

It is a -ucation hero of a world problem of 
tho first order, which can bo solved by today's genoration, and 
which must be solvod. There is no place here for sentimental 
conciderations. In Juwry, w 0 faco the personification of general 
world decay. Either wc broak this danger, or the nations will 
be broken by It. 
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Lot nobody object that the victor nuat show generosity. 

In thia Question, we are victors only In our own country for 
the time being. 

. '.e know fully well that they hato us from the depths of 

their souls. B.t we enjoy this hatred tremendously. There Is 
no nans they would not do us if they had the power. Therefore, 
not even a seablanco of power must be given to then. Nay, more 
than th?t: It is our duty to eollgnten the world, by tho strength 
of our own understanding, about their ossence and thoir menaco, 
to rrovo over and over again their evil part especially In the 
unleashing and tho execution of this ' ar, 













T 
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to attack them coaacleaaly, to accuse thee mercilessly of the 
crinea of hicft tney hsvo made trie as elves guilty, until the 
notions begin to a-aka. That nay take a long time, but it will 
pay. For we »ill thereby vanquish tho cost dangerous oneey who 
ovor menaced the life, liberty and dignity of humanity. Thoro 
cfn ba no carcy. '.’c have pity only with tho inrunvrable ail lions 
in our own and in othor Europoan nations, who would bo delivered 
defonselessly to the hatred and destructive lust of this diabolic 
race, if wo ware to becoew weak and to fail in this struggle in the 
ond. Those osdantic so-called "champions of culture", Wio today 
aro tho most prone to defond ths Jews, would be thoir first victims.

The President indicated that while ho 
vov.ld look dlroctly to the Eoard for tho sucoossful 
execution of this policy, tho Hoard, of courso, would 
coopcrato fully with tho Intergovernmental (tomnlttoc, .

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FOREWORD 

The young Slovak Jews - whose nones will not be dis¬ 
closed for the tine being in the interest of their own safety 
- have been fortunate enough to escape after spending two 
years in the concentration coops of BIRKENAU, AUSCHWITZ ftr.d 
LUBLIN-'iAJDANEK; where they had been deported in 1942 fTon 
SLOVAKIA. 

One of them was sent on April 13, 1942 fron the aosenbly 
coap of SERED directly to AUSCHWITZ and then to BIRXENAU, 
while the other was sent fron the cocp of NuVAKY to LUBLIN 
on June 14, 1942 and, after a short stay there, traneforrod 
to AUSCHWITZ and, lator, to BIRKENAU. 

The following report dooo not contain everything theso 
two non experienced during their oaptlvlty, but only what 
ono or both togothcr undorwont, hoard, or experienced at 
first hand. No individual lnprosoions or Judgnento aro re¬ 
corded and nothing pasood on fron hearsay. 

The roport starts with the story of the young Jow who 
was roooved froa SERED. Tho account of his experiences in 
BIRKENAU begins at the tico tho socond Jow arrived thoro and 
is, therefore, based on tho etatenonts of both. Then fallows 
tho individual narrativo of the socond Jew who was oont fron 
NOVAK* to LUBLIN and fron thero to AUSCHWITZ. 
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The declarations tally with all the trustworthy yet frag- 
nentary reports hitherto received, and the Bates given with 
regard to transports to various coops agree with tho offi¬ 
cial records. These statccents can, therefore, be considered 
as entirely credible.

I. AUSCHWITZ fil D 3IRKSNAU 

On tho 13th April, 1942 our group, consisting of 1,000 
cen, was loaded Into railroad cars at the nssenbly canp of 
SERED. The doors wero shut so that nothing would reveal tho 
dlroctlon of the Journey, and when they were opened after a 
long whllo we roallred that wo had crossed the Slovak fron¬ 
tier and wore In ZWARDON. Tho train had until then boon 
guarded by Kllnka nen, but was now token over by S3 guards. 
Aftor a few of tho care had boon uncouplod fron our oonvoy, 
wo contlnuod on our way arriving at night at aUSCHITITZ, whore 
wo stoppod on a sldotrock. Tho roasrn tho othor oars woro loft 
bohlnd was apparently tho lack of rron at AUSCW7ITZ. Thoy 
Joined us, howovor, a fow dayo lator. Upon arrival wo woro 
placed In rows of flvo and countod. There woro 643 of uo. 

Aftor a walk of about 20 nlnutoo with our hoavy packs (wo had 
loft Slovakia woll oqulppod), wo rcachod the concentration 
canp of AUSOT7ITZ. 

^7o woro at once lod Into a hugo barrack whoro on tho ono 
oldo wo had to deposit all our luggago and on tho othor side 
conplotoly undroso, loavlng our clothos and valuables bohlrfU 
Nakod, wo thon procoodod to an adjoining barrack vhoro our 
hoods and bodlos woro shavod and dlolnfoctcd with lysol. At 
tho oxit ovory nan was given n nunbor which tjogan with 28,600 
In consecutive order. 71th thl6 nunbor In hand wo woro thon 
hordod to a third barrack whoro so-cnllod registration took 
place. This consisted of tattooing the nunbors wo had rocoivod 
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in the 8ocond~barrack on the left side of our chests. The crt- 
trene hrutality with which this was effected nade nany of us 
faint. The particulars of our identity were also recorded. 

Then wo wore led in groups of a hundred Into a oellnr, and 
later to a barrack where we uero issued striped prisoners' 
clothes and wooden clogs. This lasted until 10 a.m. In tho 
afternoon our prisoners' outfits were taken away froa us again 
and replaced by the rsggod and dirty recoins of Russian uni¬ 
forms. Thus equipped we were narchod off to BIRKENAU. 

AUSCHWITZ is a concentration coop for political prisoners 
under so-called "protective custody.■ At the tlao of ay arri¬ 
val, that is in April of 1942, thoro wore about 15,000 pri¬ 
soners In tho cocp, tho aajority of whoc woro PoIob, Germans, 
and oivilion Russians under protootlvo custody. A small number 
of prleonore cane under the categories of criminals and 
"work-shlrkors.■ 

AUSCHWITZ camp hcadquartors controls at tho nano tlno 
tho work-camp of BIRXENAU as woll as tho farm labor oanp of 
HABHENSE. All tho prisoners errivo first at AUSCHWITZ whoro 
thoy nro provldod with prisoners' lcmntrlculatlon nunbors 
and thon 'are olthor kept thoro, oont to BIRKENAU or, in vory 
small ninbcrs, to HAHUENSE. Tho prisoners roooivo consooutlvo 
nunbors upon arrival. Every mnber is only used onco so that 
tho last nunbor 
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always corresponds to the niaber of prisoners aotuaily In the 
conp. At the tine of our escape, that Is to say at the bo? 
ginning of April, 1944, the nisibor had risen up to 180,000# 

At tho outset the nunbors were tattooed on the loft breast, 
but lator, due to their bocoalng blurred, on tho loft foro- 


ncn. 

ALL prisoners, lrrospoctlve of category or nationality, 

are treated tho sone. Howovor, to facilitate Identification, 

they are dlstrlngulehod by various coloured trlangloa sewod 

on tho clothing on tho left broast under tho lnnatrlculatlon 

nunber. T ho flrot letter Indicated tho nationality of tho 

prlaonor. This lottor (for lnstanco "P" for Polos) oppooro 

In tho olddlo of tho trlanelo.

Tho Jowish prisoners dlffor frro tho Aryan prisoners In 
that tholr triangle (which in the najority of casos Is rod) 
is tumod Into a David's star by adding yellow points. 

Within tho enclosure of the coop of AUSCHWITZ thoro arc 
soverai factories: a war production plant, Deutschor Auf- 
rucstungswork (DAW), a factory belonging to the KRUPP works 
and ono to tho 8ZBON8 onr.cem. Oufcsido tho boundary of tho 
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comp la a tremendous plant covering eeferal square kilo¬ 
meters named fBUNA." The prisoners work in all the aforo- 
nentioned factories. 

The prisoners 1 actual living quarters, If such a tom 
aay at all be used. Inside the ctcp proper cover an area 
of approximately S00 by 300 meters surrounded by a double 
row of concrete poststabout 3 meters hlf£ which aro oonnootod 
(both inside and outside) with one another by a donoo nottlng 
of high-tension wires flxod Into the posts by Insulators. 
Botwoon those two rows of posts, at Intervals of 160 motors, 
there arc 5 meters high watchtowore, equippod with machlno 
guns end searchlights. In front of tho lnnor hlgh-tonslon 
clrclo thoro Is furthor an ordinary wire fonoo. iloroiy touching 
this fonco is answered by a strero of bullots froa tho watoh- 
toworo. This eystoa Is callod "tho small or lnnor chain 
of sontry poets." The comp ltoolf Is ooaposod of throo rows 
of houooo. Betwoon tho first and second 
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row la the ccnp street, and betwocn the second and third thoro 
usod to be a sail. The Jewish girls deported fron Slovenia In 
Harch and April, 1942, over 7,000 of then, lived In the hou¬ 
ses separated by this wall up to the nlddlc of August, 1942. 
After those girls had boen recovod to BIRKENAU, tho wall 
between the seoond so1 third row of houses was ronovod. The 
canp entry road cuts across the row of houses, whlio over tho 

entrance gate, which is of ooureo always heavily guardod,

At a radius of sono 2,000 notors tho uholo oanp io on- 
clrclod by a second lino callod "tho big or rutor chain of 
sontry posts* also with uatchtoworn ovory 160 notors. Botwoon 
the innor and outor chain of sontry posts aro tho factories 
and othor workshops. Tho towors of tho inner chain aro only 
canned at night whon tho hlgh-tonslon curront lo owitchod in¬ 
to tho doublo row of wlroo. During daytlxso tho garrison of 
the innor chain of sontry posts is withdrawn, and tho non toko 
up duty in tho outor chain. Escopo through thoso oontry posts 
- and nany nttonpts havo boon nado - 1 s praoticolly inpooo- 
iblo. Sotting through tho innor clrclo of posts at night is 
coaplotoly lnposslblo, and tho towers of tho outor chain aro 
so clooo to ono anothor (ono_ovory 160 notors, l.o. giving 
oach tower a sootor with a 75-notor radius to watch) that 
approaching unnoticed is out of tho question. Tho guards ohoot 
without warning. The garrison of tho outor chain is withdrawn 
at twilight, but only aftor it has boon ascortalnod that all 
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tho prisoners are within the Inner circle. If the roll coll 
reveals that a prisoner Is clsslng, elrena Immediately sound 
the alarm. 

The men In the outer chain remain In their towers on tho 
lookout* tho Inner chain la manned* and a systematic oearch 
is begun by hundreds of SS guards and bloodhounds. Tho Blron 
brings tho whole surrounding countryside to a state of alarm, 
so that If by miracle tho oscapeo has beon suocoosful In get¬ 
ting through tho outor chain ho Is noarly certain to bo 
caught by one of tho numerous Soman police and SS patrols. 

Tho oscapce Is furthermore handicapped by his olcarv-shavon 
hoed, his striped prisoner's outfit or rod pr.tchos sown on 
hia clothing* and tho paosivenooo of tho thoroughly Intimi¬ 
dated Inhabitants. Tho noro fact of nogloctlng to glvo in¬ 
formation on tho whoroabouts of a prloonor, not to spook of 
oxtondlng holp, is punlshod by doath. Provided that tho pri¬ 
soner hao not boon caught sooner, tho garrison of tho outor 
chain of sontry posts remains on tho watch for throo days nnd 
nights after which delay It Is presumed that tho osonpoo has 

succoodcd In brooking through tho doublo clrclo..Tho following 

% 

night tho outor guard Is withdrawn. If tho oecapoo io, caught 
allvo* ho la hanged In tho prosnneo of the whnlo camp* but If 
ho is found dead, his body - whorevor It nay havo boon locatod 
- Is 
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brought back to camp (it 1 b easy to Identify tho corosc by 
means of tho tattooed number) and seated at the entrance gato, 
a snail notice elapsed in his hands, roadlng: "Hero I am." 
During our two yoare 1 Imprisonment many attcots to oscapo 
••iere made by prisoners but, with tho exception of two or throe, 
all were brought back dead or alive. It Is not known whothor th 
tvro or throo oscapces who woro not caught actually nanagod to 
got away. It can, however, be asserted that among tho Jews 
who were deportod from SLOVAKIA to AUSCHWITZ or BIRXENAU we 
aro tho only two who woro lucky enough to savo oursolvos. 

As stated orcvlously, no woro transforrod from AUSCHWITZ 
to BIRXENAU on tho day of our arrival. 

Actually thoro Is no such district as BIRKENAU. Even tho 
word BIRXENAU Is now In that It has boon "adopted" from tho 
nearby Birch Forost (BREZINSXY). The dlotrlct now callod 
BIRXENAU was, and Is still, callod "RAJSKA" by tho local po¬ 
pulation. Tho existing camp center of BIRXENAU lion 4 kllorooton 
distant from AUSCM7ITZ. Tho outor control zonos of both BIR- 
KSNAU and nUSCrniTZ moot and aro merely separated by a railway 
track. 7 c never found anything out about NET-BERUN, probably 
about 30 to 40 kllomotcrs away which, oddly onough, wo had to 
lndlcato as postal district for BIRXENAU. 

At the time of our arrival In BIRXENAU wo found thoro 
only one hugo kltchon for 15,000 pooplo and throo stono 
buildings, two of which wore completed ahd one und.or con¬ 
struction. Tho buildings were surrounded by an ordinary 
barbed rlrc 
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fonco. The prisoners were housed In thoso buildings and In 
others later constructed. All aro built according to a 
standard modol. Zach houso Is about 30 motors long and 8 to 
10 motors wide. “Boreas tho height of tho walls hardly ex¬ 
ceeds 2 motors, the roof Is dlsproportlnatcly high - about 
5 motors - so that the houso glvos tho loprosslon If a stablo 
surmounted by a largo hayloft. Thcro la no Inner colling, so 
that tho room roaches a holght of 7 motors In tho oentor; In 
othor words the pointed roofing rests directly on tho four 
walls. Tho room Is divided In two by a partition running its 
whole length down the nlddlo and fitted with an opening to 
to onablo communication botrroon tho two parts thus soparatod. 
Along both side-walls, as woll as along tho mlddlo partition, 
two parallel floors, some SO contlnotors apart, hnvo boon 
built whloh aro In turn divided Into small colls by vortlonl 
partitions. Thus thorc aro throo floors: tho ground floor and 
tho two built in tho sldo walls, normally throo pooplo llvo 
In oach cublclo. As can bo Judgod from tho dimensions Indicat¬ 
ed, thoso cubicles aro too narrow for a man to lio strotohod 
out and not high onough for him to sit upright. 
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-hero 1 8 no question of having onough space to stand upright. 
In this way some 400 to 5^0 people arc accommodated in one 
house or "block 0 , as they are also called. 

The present canp of 3IRKENAU covers an area of some 1,600 
by 500 nctors whioh is surrounded - similar to AUSCHWITZ - 
by a so-callod 6nall or lnnor chain of sentry posts, ’fork 
is non proceeding on a still larger compound which is to be 
added later on to the already existing camp. Tho purpose of 
this extensive planning is not known to us. 

71 thin a radius of 2 kllonotors, as with AUSCF7ITZ, 
BIRK2NAU is also surrounded by an outor chain of sontry posts 
with tho same typo of watch systems as at AUSCHTTZ. 

Tho building no found on our arrival had boon orectod by 
12,000 Russian prisoners of war brought there in Docombor, 
1941. In sevoro -lntor woathor they had to work undor inhuman 
conditions ao a rosult of nhlch moot of them, with tho ex¬ 
ception of n small nunbor omployod in the kltchon, died of 
exposuro. They wero nunberod from 1 to 12,000 in a sorlos whle 
had no connection with the ordinary camp numbering syotom pro- 
vlously doscribcd. "honovor fresh convoys of Russian prisoners 
arrived, they wero not issued tho current AU3CH7ITZ prlsonor 
number, but rocclvcd thoso of docoasod Russians in tho 1 to 
12,000 sorlos. It is therefore, difficult to ostlmato how many 
prisoners of this category passed through tho camp. Aoparontly 
Russians were transferred to AUSCHTITZ or BIRKENAU on dis¬ 
ciplinary grounds from regular prlsoncr-of-rar camos. ~ T o found 
what remained of the Russians in a tcrrlblo stato of destitu¬ 
tion 
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and neglect living In the unfinlsho^ building without the 
slightest proteotlon against cold or rain. Thoy died "on 
masse.* Hundreds and thousands of thoir bodlos wore burlod 
cuparfldally, spreading a stench of postllcnco. Later wo 
had to exhuno and burn the corpsos. 

A srock boforo our arrival In AUSCHWITZ tho first group 

of Jews reached tho canp; (tho woaon rroro dealt with soporato- 

ly and rocolvod nunbors parallel to those of tho men; tho 

* 

Slovak ronen received serial numbers from 1 to 8,000) 1,320 
naturalised French J'ws from Paris. Thoy wore numborod from 
27,500 onwards. It Is olear, thoroforo, that betwoon this 
French group and our convoy no othor men arrlvod In AUSCHWITZ, 
slnco wo have already pointed out that our nunbors startod 
with 28,600. *70 found tho 700 French Jons who rroro still allvo 
in torrlblo condition, tho missing 600 having dlod within a 
woek after thoir arrival.

ment factories at AUSCJT*ITZ, but wo continued to be housod In 
3IRX2NAIT. 7o loft oarly In tho morning roturnlng at night and 
worked In tho carpontry shop ns woll ns on road construction. 

Our foed consisted of one lltro of tunhlp soup at midday and 300 
grams of bad broad In tho ovonlng. forking conditions woro In¬ 
conceivably hard, so that tho majority of us, weakened by 
starvation and tho lnodlblo food, could not stand It. Th<j mortal 
±y was so high that every day our group of 200 had 30 to 35 
doad. liany wero simply bo ton to death by tho ovorsoors - tho 
“Capos" - during work, rlthout tho slightest provocation. Tho 
gaps In our ranks cau6od by those deaths wore rcplncod dally by 
prisoners from BIRK-RAU. Our return at night was oxtroraoly 
painful and dangerous, as 
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no had to drag along over a distance of 5 kllomctors our tools, 
fire vrood, hoavy caldronsy end the bodies of those nho hod diod 
or hod been killed during tho working day. "71th those heavy 
loads no noro forced to nalntaln a brisk paco, and anyone In¬ 
curring the dlsploasuro of one of the "Capon 1 ' was cruolly 
knocked doen, If not beaten to doath. Until tho arrival of tho 
8ocond group of Slovak non some l4 days 1 tor, our original 
number had dwindled to l^O. .»t night no ncro couwtod, tho 
bod.loo of tho dead ncro oiled up on flat, narrow-gaugo oars 
or In a truck and brought to tho Birch Forest (BREZINSKY) vrhoro 
they were burnod In a trench several motors deep and about 15 
motors long. Every day on our nay to nork no net a working 
party of >00 Jon|,3h girls from Slovakia nho noro onployed on 
grouivl nork In the vicinity.

Tho goaalng end burning of tho 
bodice in tt*) Birch roroat wpa dlacontlnuod, the vholo job bolng 
taken oror b 7 tho four apoclally built crematoria. Tho largo ditch 
wee flllod in. the ground levelled, and tho aaboa uaod ea boforo 
for fertilizer at the forn labour c*ap of .ISaeSSE, ao that today 
it la elnoat lnpoaalblc to find trecea of tho dreadful mnaa nurdor 
which took pla.co horo. 

At proaent thoro axo four crematoria in operation at BIZiJHAU, 
two large onoa, 1 and II, end two acallor onoa, III and IV. Thoao 
of typo I und II conaiet of 3 pexta, i.o.! (A) tho furnaco room; 

(B) the large hall; and (C) tho gaa chrcbor. A huge chimnoy riaoa ) 
from tho furnaco room around which are grouped nino fumpcoa, onch 
having four oponinga. Zeeh oponing can toko throe normal corpaoa ) 
at or.co rnd after an hour and a half tho bodloa ero complotoly 
burnod. Thia eorroaponda to a daily cancelty of about 2.000 bodloe. 
b'oxt to thia la a largo "rocoptlon hall" which la arranged ao r.a 
to give tho improaeion of tho an to charier of n bathing oatabliah- 
ment. It holda 2 .CCO pooplo end apparently thoro la a aimilax 
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waiting roro on tho floor boiow. Fron thoro a door and a few 
Btopa lead down Into tho very long and narrow gae chanbor. 

Tho walls of this chanbor oro also camouflaged with slnulr.tod 
entries to shower roms In order to nlsload tho vlctlne. Tho • 
roof Is fitted with three traps which can be hornotlcally 
vloscd fron the outsldo. A track loads fron the gas chrobor 
towards the furnace rooa. Tho gassing takes placo as follows| 
tho unfortunato vlctlns are brought Into hall (B) whoro thoy 
aro told to undress.

Joctlrno adnlnlotorod by a lance-corporal of tho nodloai corp 
cut of the 10,000 Grook Jows, eono 1,000 non rcnalnod 
allvo and wore lator sont, togethor with 600 other Jons, to 
do fortification wort In Warsaw. A fow weoks later oovorai 
hundred cano back In a pitiful stato and woro In :odlatoly 
gacsod. Tho renalndor prosunabiy died In naroaw. Four hun¬ 
dred Grook Jews suffering fron nalarla voro sent for "furthoi 
troataont* to LUBLIN after tho phonol Injections had boon 
stoppod, and It appoars that thoy actually arrivod. Tholr fat 
Is not known to us, but It can bo taken for granted that out

I hastened to inform Frcdy KIRSCH and begged 
hln to take lnnodicte action as they had 
nothing to lose. Ke replied that ho re¬ 
cognized his duty. Before nightfall I 
again crept over to the Czoch ennp whoro 
I learnod that Fredy HIRSCH was dying; ho 
had polsonod hlnsolf with lunlnol. The 
next day, Kerch 7, 1944, ho was taken, 
unconscious, along with his 3,791 conrados 
vho had arrived at BIRKE2JAU on 8optombor 
7, 1943 on trucks, to tho cronatorla and 
gassod.

ZILIKA and arrived at Z^AHEOH toward 5 o'clock In tho 
ovonlng.

The SS troop leader In coonmd lnforaod uo that wo 
halaa-long way ahoad of us , but that riioovcr wanted to 
tefco his luggage with hln oould do oo. Thooo who profprrod 
to put It on a truck would cortainly rocolvo It later. 

So bouo of ue dragged along our lug;:cgo# whoroas others 
loaded It on tho track.

The Partisans In section III were locked up In their 
barracks without having to work and their food was thrown 
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at then a3 if they had been dogs. They died in great numbers 
in their overcrowded barracks and were shot at tho slightest 
excuse by the guards who did not dare venture too near them. 


The "Capos" were Reich Germans and Czechs; whereas the Germans 
nere brutal, the Czechs helped whorever they could. The camp 
eldest was a gypsy from HOLIC by the name of GAL5AVY. His 
adjutant, a Jew from SEFiED called JUTTLER, certainly owed his 
post to his brutal actions. Ho took full advantage of the power 
oonforred upon him to torment the Jews who, as it was, already 
had their full share of hardships. Tho evening roll call brought 
us more brutal treatment from the SS nan and for hours wo had 
to stand in the open after a hard day's work and sing the 
"camp song." A Jewish orchestra lendor was forced to conduot 
from tho roof of one of the barracks. This was tho occasion of 
much hilarity among tho SS non.

As tho 
courtyard wrs clean and wo 11 Kept, and tho brlolc build¬ 
ings :ado a ood lnprosalon after the dirty and prlnltlvo 
TJan'r.cha.of LILLIS, wo thought that the change uas for 
the bpst. TTc -ore takon to a collar and rocolvod ter. and 
broad. Text day, however, our olvlllan clothes woro takon 
c.u.v, our hoods woro shaved, and our nunbors wore tattooed 
on our foroorna In the usual way. Finally, worworo losuod 
a set of jrleoncr'o olothoo olnllar to thoso wo had worn 
In IATALIK and woro onrollod as "political prlaonors" In 
the concentration oenp of AUSCHTTITZ. 
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.uq were ometoa in *3100^ 17« and olept on the 
floors In an cdjolnlng row of buildings separated fron 
ours '07 a high well, the Jewish girls fron Slovakia, who 
hr.d boon brought there In March rad April of 1942, wero 
quartered. We worked In tho hugo "BUKa” plant to phioh 
v/o woro herded evory nomlng about 3 c.n. At nldd cy our 
food consisted of potato or turnip soup and in tho 
ovonluG no receivod eono breed. During work wo wore 
torrlbly nlstrentod. As our working plaoo was sltuetod 
outsldo tho largo oholn of sontxy posts. It woo dlvldod 
Into spell sectors of 10 x 10 notors, each guardod by an 
S3 nra. Thoever steppod outsldo those squeroa during 
rorking hours irna lrr.cdlr.toly shot without warning for 
having ■attonptod to csonpo." Ofton It happonod that 
out of pure splto an SS nan would ordor n prloonor to 
fotch sono flvon objoct outsldo his squaro. If ho follouofl 
tho ordor, ho was shot for having loft his assigned pl.aoo.' 
Tho work was oxtronoly herd rad there were no roct periods. 
The wey to rad fron work had to bo oovorod nt a brj.sk, 
ullltary trot; anyono falling out of lino was shot. On 
;iy arrlvol about 3,000 pcoplo, of whon 2,000 woro Slovak 
Jowa, noro working on this ooplaoonent. Vory fow could 
boar the strain rad although, osoapo eccaod hopolo 6 q, 
attonpts were nade overy dry. Tho result was sovorrJ. 
hangings a week. 








After a nicbdr of weeks of painful work tit tho ■DUIiA" 
plant r. torrible typhus epidemic broke out. The weakor pri¬ 
soners died in hundreds. An Immediate quarantine was order¬ 
ed and work at tho *BONa b stoppod. Thoso still allvo noro 
sent, at the end of July, 1942, to.tho gravel pit but thoro 
uorh nas ovon still nore stronuoue. ffe wore in such a stato 
of worknees that, even in trying to do our best, wo coyld 
not satisfy the ovorsoors. host of us got swollon foot. Duo 
to our inability to perfoxri ‘tho heavy work denando£ of uo 
our squad was accused of being lesy and disorderly. Soon 
after a ncdloal ooonlsalon inspected nil of us; thoy carrlod 
out thoir Job vory thoroughly. Anyono with ewollon foot or 
particularly weak was soparatod fron tho root. Altlioutfi I

on tho other side of the wall* wore tronsforrod to HXCT.'AU. 
I hod tho opportunity to talk to than and was able to soo 
hov: wool; and half-starved 
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all rf then acre. They acre dressed In rid Russian unlfrrc 
rags end wore wrrdon clogs. Their heeds were shaven clonn. 
x ho sene day we again had tr undergo a strict exanlnatlrn 
and thrso suspected rf having typhus aero resrved tr tho 
3trch Trrd. Tho reaalnder acre shaved afresh, bathed, lssuod 
a new sot rf clothes and. finally billeted In the barracks 
the girls had Just loft. By chonco I learned that thoro 
was on opening In the "clearance squad” and I hondod In ny 
application. I was detailed tr this task. 

This squad consisted of about a hundrod Jowloh priso¬ 
ners. *o wero sont tr a for cornor rf tho canp, away frrn all 
our coarodos. Here wo found hugo sheds full rf knapsacks, 
suitcases, and rthor iuggago. 'Jo had tr open each of bnggego 
and sort tho erntento Into largo cases specially propnrod 
for each category rf goods, l.o. conbe, nlrrrrs, sugar, 
canned ford, chrcrlato, nodlclncs, etc. Tho oasos woro thon 
strrod away. Underwear, shirts and clrtho3 rf all kinds wont 
to a special barrack, where thoy wore sorted rut and pnekod 
by Jowloh girls, uld and worn ciothos woro addrosood tr tho 
"TEXTILE RACTuRY" at 122IEL, whoroos tho usunblo garnents 
woro dispatched tr a collecting center In BERLIN. Gold, 
nonoy, bank notes, and precious strnos had to be hondod ovor 
to tho political section. XIany of theso objects woro, howover, 
stolen by tho SS guards or by prisoners, h brutal and vile 
Individual who often struck the wrnon lo crcr-ondcr of this 
squad. H 0 is SS "Scharfuehrer" T7YXI£FF. 
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Every day tho girls uho coce tr their work from BIRKENAU 
doscribed tr us the terrible conditions prevailing thoro. 

They ncro beaten and brutalirod and their mortality was much 
hlghor than anong the non. Txrico a neck "selections" took 
place, and every day new girls replaced thoso who had dls- 
appocrod. 

During a night shift I was able to wltnoss for tho first 
tlno how lnconing convoys wcro handled. Tho transport I saw 
contained Polish Jews. They had rocclvcd no wator for days 
and whon tho doors of tho froight cars 'Toro open wo woro 
orderod to chaso then out with loud shouts. They woro uttor- 
ly exhausted and about a hundrod of then had dlod during 
tho Journoy* Tho living aero lined up In rowo of flvo. Our 
Job wao to ror.ovo tho dead, dying, and tho luggage fron tho 

oars. The dead, and this Included anyono unablo to stand on 
his foot, nore piled In a hoop. Luggcgo and parcels woro 
collected and stacked up. Then tho railroad oars had to bo 
thoroughly cloanod so that no trace of their frightful load 
vrc.s loft bphind. A conalsslorj free the polltlool dopartnont 
procoodod with the "soloction" of approximately 10 poroent 
of tho non and 5 porcont of the ronon and had than trans¬ 
ferred to tho canps. Tho renelnder woro loaded on trucks, 
sent to BIRKENAU, 
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end gaaood while tho deed end dying wore taken directly to the fur¬ 
nace* . It of ton happened that snail children wore thrown alive into 
tho truck* along with the dead. Pared* aad luggage wore taken to the 
warehouse* pad *orted cut in tho previously doacrlbod Banner. 

Botwoon July and Septecber, 1942 a typhus cpidocic had ragod lr. 
ADSCEYISZ, oapociplly in tho wocen'* carp of BISISJAU. Hcao of tho 
aick roedrod nodical attontion and in the fir*t ategoa of. tho opi- 
doric a groat cany woro hilled by phenol inaction*, and Inter on 
othora woro gaasod wholoaale. Soco 15.00C to 20. 000, so*tly Jowo, 
diod during thoao two sontha. Tho glMt'Oiop aufforod tho Boot, n* 
it wr* not fittod with *anitnry lnatolktioaa, and tho poor wrotcho* 
woro covorod with llco. Every week largo ■aoloctiona" took plnco rad 
tho girl* had to preaont thpcoolvoe npkod to tho •aolootion coccittoo," 
rogerdlcaa of worther condition*. Thoy vaitod in doadiy foor whothor 
thoy would bo choaon or giTon another wook'a grnoo. Suicide* woro fro- 
quor.t and woro coatly coccittod by throwing ono’a aolf ngalnot t,w 
high tonaloa wiroa of the inner fonco. Thia wont on until thoy hed 
dwindled to 5 percent of tholr original nuabor. Urw thoro aro only 
400 of thcao girl* loft ond coat of tboe have boon nblo to aoeuro aoco 
aort of cloricol poat in tho wocoa'a cesf>. About ICO girl* hold Jobs 
et tho staff building in JUSCcMfg whoro thoy do ell tho clorical work 
connoctod with tho odsinlatration of tho two cenpa. Thank* to thoir 
knowlodgo of leaguagoa they aro olao uaod ra lntorprotora. Other* pro 
ocployod in tho coin kitchon and laundry. Of lato thoao girl* havo 
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been able to drew thceaelvoa quite veil ea they hare had op-*rtunitie. 
to ccoploto their wardrobea which, in aoco caaoa, even lncludo silk 
■ to eking b• Generally ipoakUf they era roaaonably veil of and aro ovon 
ollowod to lot their hair grow. Of cour.o thia cannot ho aaid of tho 
other Jcvlah iraato. of the venon'a carp. It juat BO happen, thit tho.o 
Slovak Jcwiah glrla hero boon in tho carp tho longoat af nil. But if 
toda;* they enjoy certain prlrllegoa. they hate previously undergone 
frightful aufferlngt.

On .'.ugust 6,1944 a roport was rooolvod In Switzerland 
covering tho happenings In PIRK2N..U during tho period t 
botvoon ..prll 7 and I lav 27. Xlils second report was dr.vn 
up by t^o other young Je-s pho succeeded In cscaolwr from 
this camp and roaohlng Slovakia. 
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Their declarations cosrplete the first report, ''artlcularly 
In regard to tho arrival of the Hungarian Je*»e In BI/UTSHiU. 
They also odd certain no»* details not contained In tho 
previous accounts. It has not teen possible, horev >r, to 
check the origin of this "second reoort" as closely as It 
■ms the first. 


After the flight of the t-o Slovak Je^s fron BIPJTOttU on 
April 7, 1?44 great exoltesent reigned in the can®. The 
"Political Division" of tho Gestapo Instituted a thorough¬ 
going Investigation, and tho frlonde and superiors of tho 
tro oxcapeea ror 0 closely questioned, although in vain. Since 
the two had hold costs an "blook recorders," all Je'-s 
exorcising such functions, by nay of punishment and also as 
a precautionary measure, "oro removed and, as tho Gestapo 
suspected that they had succoodod in escaping through 
Building I*o.3, tho outor chain of sentry posts was consider¬ 
ably shortened so that nor it out 6 through tho nlddlo of 
Building -*o. 3 .

Dorto "ere admitted to the camp; the balance "ere innedla- 
toly gassed and burned. i'ever had so many Jc~s been gassed 
since Che establishment of BI.1KSKAU. The "Soeeial Commando" 
had to be increased tc *C 0 men and, after tro of three days, 
to 800 (people being recruited fron among the Hunmrlan 
Jo-'B "ho had arrived first). The size of the "Clearing 
Commando" ras stepped ud from 150 to 70^ non. Three crema¬ 
toria worked day and night (the hth "as being rooaired at 
that time) and, since the canacltv of the crematoria "as 
not enough, great pits 30 meters long and 15 moters "ldo 
were -once more dug in the ■Blrken*’ald" (ns in tho tlmo be¬ 
fore the cromtorla) "horc corpses were burned da- and 
night. Thus tho "exterminating caoaclt”" became alnost 
unllmltod. 

Tho Hungarian Jot's who roro loft alive (about 10 oorcont) 
wore not Included In tho normal comp "enrollment . 1 **1 though, 
they wero shavod and shorn and rocolvod convict's clothing, 
they vroro not tnttoood. Tho "oro housed in a eoparato 
eoctlon of tho camp, soctlon "C", and woro later trans¬ 
ferred to various concentration camps In tho Gorman Rolch:

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On March 24, 1942 vc voro gathered together In special 
"nasonbling cell" So. 2 of tho Kontolupich prison in Cracow, "e 
lenov that our group consisting of 60 con was to bo sont to tho 
concentration caep of GSVX2CZK (Auschwitz). At 8 o'clock tho 
next corning, two S3 guards appoarod with lists and started 
counting thoso prosont. V© had to undross end wait. Finally 
tho doors woro opened and wc caught sight of two columns of SS 
guards end policoeon with fixed bnjronots. In tho courtyard two 
trucks wero parkod in oach of which 30 non had to toko thoir 
plncos. Thoso tracks woro quite smell end tho oooco on tho 
insido wrs cirldod in two by n chain running across tho middlo. 
Tno first to ontor had to steno with bent hoeds, whororo tho 
others crouched down botw v or. tho logs of the standing con. In 
this wey it was poaslblo to fill up the vory onr.ll speco with 
3D con. Vo woro lordod in with blow# fron riflo-butts, shouts 
end kicks. In tho nocona soorretoa soction of the truck, two 
SS non otooa guard with npchino -Tuns. ’<o dopertod. Behind us, 
et a owrtnin distance, followed cotor-cyclists with crchino guns. 
Our trucks woro hermetically closod so that thcro wno no oos- 
sibility of s.-oing whoro wo woro going. Our Journoy lpstod 
li hours with scvcrel short stops. Our linbs grew stiff ns thoro 
wos no possibility of changing one's position, and ono of 
our non who was up against the chain booeo unconscious. Ho 
was brought beck to his senses by blows fron tho guards. At 
lest wo arrived, stf^gored to the ground, end found ouroolvcs 
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•tending in front of a goto orcp whlph uo could roadl "'ork 
brings frccaoa." Icsldo. an orc.-.ostre was playing, Thl* was 
.-.USC.OTTZ a-d It appeared that wo wero oxnoctod. 

"c wore lined up lr. columns of flvo (a system npoliod on 
every conceivable occasion In the camp) end tho nemos of tho 
"ncwcomcro" wore onco noro road out. Tho nan callod up had 
Immediately to run over to tho one reading tho roll and placo 
himself In a lino with thoso already sunconod, aftor having 
rccci%*od his number fron tho hands of an assistant. From this 
moment on, nemos woro roplaccd by numbers. This system of 
"rocoption" was maintained until the sunscr of 1943. Lator, 
all tho prisoners (with tho oxcoptlon of Gormans) had thoir 
nuaboro tattooed on their upper forerres, which had boon tha 
prrctico in tho c*so of thj Jews fron tho boginning. This 
whole numbering system was apparently applied to losson tho 
possibility of oscapo and to srJeo it oeoior to idontlfy tho 
bodios. Thoso numbors were hsndol to us by tho "block lonuor" 
n acd STUBA, aftor which wo wont brrehordod and neconinniod by 
tho orchestra into the comp itsolf. Tho clock stood at 
11 o.n. After a short visit to tho "stock" room, wo woro shut 
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mica barrack until 5 p.c. There wo woro visitod by a nunbor 
of old incites who earnestly bogged us to givo then our V"tchos, 
rings, lighters, and cig»rottcs to avoid their being confiaertod.. 
Any food brought with us should bo oaton at onco, ns it would bo 
taken away rs well. In return, tho prisoners promised uo broad, 
soup, etc., onco wo woro officially incorporated into tholr ranks. 
At last tho Capo (a sort of cacp ovoraoor) nrrivod and dolivorod 
a short talk in which ho stressod that a prisoner could not onist 
in this c rap for coro than two nonths without tho help of his 
comrades: and this was to bo confirmed lntor on by nunborous 
oicncplcs. Out of the 60 originally in ny group I was to bo tho 
only survivor. 

At 5 p.n. wc vero horood out into tho corridor, Thoro wo had 
to undress and pack our clothes into bundles urovidod with our 
rospcctivo nun bora. Vo stood thcro naked. All wo wero allowod to 
kcop vero a belt and two handkerchiefs. I van tod to koop o small 
holy plcturo, but ono of tho prisonors who '•ctod no nosistant in 
thoso operations dlnsurod do, spying: "It isn't worth whilo; 
you will moroly be laughed at and it will finally bo token any¬ 
way." First, our heir ve« cut short and thon our heads oh-vod, 
after which wo vero given p bath. Tho water was very vam. All 
t'.-nao preparations prior to boing adritted as on ina-.to to tho 
c 37 took placo in "Hock 27." b'oxt, although it was snowing, 
vo had to run to "Block 26" vtoro tho clothing roon was located. 
Thoro vo woro Issued our prisoner's outfits which conolntcd of 
a shirt, undorponts, shoos, socks, a warn Jnckot, treusors, voat, 

cap, pnd blanket. Everything was filthy, patched, and practically

worn out. My jacket, for ic6ter.cc, could bo huttonod up In front, 
but tho back and sleeve* sorely conaiatod of Week strips of 
cloth patched togotber. F i nal l y this operation ceca to m end 
r>nd wo woro again lined up in rows of fivo end taken to ono of 
the "blocks." Shore we were awaited by the “block loader" (moat 
of then wore Polos froc Upper Sllosia) who Initiated us into tho 
cystcrlos of barrack duties. Vo woro instructed in swooping nnd 
cloealng tho dormitories, in taking off our caps when comandod, 
and how to keep in lino end step. Ordors woro givon in Gorman 
and when badly carried out tho block lcrdor grow furious and 
struck people right nnd left. Tho ovonlng roll call finally put 
an ond to thoso omorciaos. Tho block loader thon assomblcd his 
pcoplo in front of tholr respective blocks rnd, in turn, ell tho 
block loaders proaontod their figuros to tho chiof rocordcr or 
clerk. If the number of prisoners talllod with tho records, 
tho roll call was ovor; actually tho wholo tiring coroaony was 
nothing olso but one of tho nunorou* ways in which tho 
prisoners woro elstrortod. tUr'ng 194C, 1941, and 1943 tho roll 
c-dl was usually oxpoctod to lrst at lorst m hour in all 
weather conditions - froot, min, or onow - the prisoners h-vlng 
to wait patiently with brro hoad*. If r n eseppo wrs roportod, 
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which resulted la s "s-nco" at ovening roll cell, ell thoso 
assembled had to wait outsido until tbo rosult of tho sonrch 
web known. The search portico usually returned three or four 
hours lr.tor and with disastrous consoquoncos for ell tho 
prisoners' health. In 1940 , for oxpedIo, ono cacapo cost tho 
11vos of a huedrod lnc«tos. It was during sovoro wintor woothor 
and tho prisoners voro forced to stead out of doors from 3:3D 
In tho afternoon until 11 o'clock tho noxt morning, as a result 
of which c hundred totally or half-froson non voro countod. 


Aftor the roll call wo returned to our blocks whore wo woro 
piloted "rooms;* wo alopt threo to n bod. Old-tlmors told us that 
tho best thing to do v«i to use our clothing rs a pillow; othor- 
wlso something was bound to bo stolon. So wo lay down without 
h-ving had tho sllghtost bit of food tho wholo dry. Tho 
"rccoption" had boon so strenuous and o:±austlng that rll of us 

immediately foil asloop. 

• 

At 4 a.n. wo woro awakened by a gone nnd frightful confusion 
ensuod. About 100 people woro conorctsod Into tho snail hall 
space and in a wild st-ccodc oach ono first triod to tidy up his 
bod (tJ» block loador would not tolcrrto tho smallest wrinklo in 
tl» loading) and dress himself. Thorc was no quostion of wash¬ 
ing. Ton minutes aftor the gong had soundod tho "room oldoot" 
pxrivod rnd kickod evuryone out Into tho corridor as tho "rooms" 
had to bo elennod. Tho corridor was thronged with pcoplo who 
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flocked together fron ell over the block. Most of then had 
sgnaged to got dressed. Thoro vas really scarcely room to novo 
in this crowd and we wore pushed against walls and squashed 
into corners and ofton kicked or hit for no anparont reason. 

After haring boon in the canp for over 24 hours, wo finally 
received sono cold, unawcotoncd coffee, nftcr which thoro was 
a furtixjr wait of ono and ono-h»lf hours until roll call; thon 
all tho prisoners woro taken to work. Tho nowoonors wore at 
first told to fill in questionnaires in which they had to 
lndicato nr. address wkoro thoy desired tholr lottoro to bo sent. 
It was otrictly forbidden QftS. to five nn addross or nfil to writo, 
as "thoy" obviously noodod an adcrcso to which tho death of 
a prisorer could bo reported when tho nood rroso. 

Sech of us was issued a pioco of cloth with a trianglo and 
his nuntor pnlntod on it, which wo woro instructed to sow on our 
tunics. Prisoners woro mmbored fron So. 1 onwards, and in 
Sovonbor, 1943 the last consocutivo sori«l nunbor hnd ronchod 
170,000. The trianglos in question wore of dlfforont colors, 
each representin' n catogory of crininnl or prisonor. Tho 
"Aryan" trianglo was red, tho rod eorrcooonding to a political 
prisoner, green to professional criminals, black to "work- 
shirkers." pink to hoaosozuals ( *ccording to pnmgrrph 1?5) and 
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violot to car-bora of the »Sibelforsckci* religious soot, in 
addition, a largo^'otter indicated tha nationality of the priaoaar, 
such ea »p for tho .^olas, otc. For Joca tho insignia caa coipoaod 
of a yelloo trienglo on chick tea soot, a second trienglo choso oolor 
corroa-xjndod to tho -erica,* tho cholo forcing e Jouiah star. Fraa 
this ;crtia J sys'.a: ono could therefore rapidly pick out, for inatthoe, 
a polish Jo ish politica- prisoner or a Jo-lah • cork-slockor,- otc.

They 
composed tho so-called * Hygiene Institute.* Hero, sterilising 
by X-ray trootaont, artificial insoslnation of rooon, ns -oil as 
©xpsriaonts on blood transfusions -ere corriod on. Male and 
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fe=alo prisonora, eapacially Jerra, aerred aa • guinea piga 
for tfceae experlaenta. This •block* cea cccplotely laolatod frees 
the reat of the eonp ao that nera free it reached ua only very 
30 Idee. 
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It -as not easy to be adaitted to the • infirnary,* as the 
'ainiiniia* sjaptcc ras a fever of free 38.6 to 39 degrees (C) . 
Light cases of fevor rare not aicitted. Lll applications for 
transfer to the • infirsary* had to to sulcittod to the chief 
of one's orn * block , 1 rho hed the right to reject any such 
roquost. Then the sick person had to rait for hours in the court¬ 
yard of tho • infix—ary* ►ofore being celled in for prelininary 
exoaination. If the doctor ( a prisoner) considered hin rorth 
treating, he hod to undress and usually toke a cold both before 
being prosentod to the Gornan dootor, oftor further long hours 
of waiting. The sick rare classified into tro groups, *~ryana* 
and Jars. Those groups rare agoin subdivided into furthor groups, 
of rhich tho first included the sick rbo rare to ranain in 
hospital, being considered * curable.* The second consisted 
of oxtroooly run dotn potionts, chronic oosos, and tho half- 
starving or nutilctod rboso rocovory oould only bo offooted by 
a long stoy in tho hospital. This group ras proctioolly 
condorsnod to dontb by phonol injootions in tho hoart rogion. 
Racial considerations played an important rolo. ^n • Lryan* 
roolly had to bo soriously ill to bo condoanod to dooth by 
injootion, rhereos 80 to 90 percent of tho Jors * hospitalized* 
tlioro roro • oliainr.tod* in this sannor. ?'any of them knor about 
this uothod and applied for adaission os so-called *suioldo 
candidates,* not having tho courage to thror thonsolvos on to tho 
high tension -iros. 
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This situation lasted during tho cbole of 1%2 until tho 
tis» the aaao oxternsination of in to mod Joes at ^i9Cll-TTZ bogon. 
DQflfor of booth by injootion did not only throcton tbo norly- 
arriTod kospital eases or casualties. 7irm tine to tlao (usually 
onco a Eonth) tho Co man doctor used to effoot a alnuto control 
of all tho sick. In each cord en attendant ( usually a doctor) 
bad to • prosont* each potiont and giro full accaint of his 
illnoss. If tho patient's stay happonod to haro oxcooded a nenth, 
or If hw core Tory coak, ho cos liatod. Tho Goman dootor alnays 
kopt tho sick records of tho condonnod so as to oroid any nttoopt 
at intorforenco on tho part of tho prisoners thcceolvca. Each 
such #?ooial chock-up by tho Goman dootor usually reaultod in a 
list of 200 to 40C non condoenod to dooth, cbilo tho ' nonnnl* 
doath Hot of tho doily routino inspootion rariod freo 20 to 80. 

T**o injections core giTon on the aeoc day. Tho nor pet ion to cho 
Sore booked for tho • syringe* ( os it cob oollod in the emp 
Jargon) rccolTod no olothoa end hod to roan in raiting in tho 
corridor - nakod. They core thon lod free Blook 28 to Block 20 
chore tho • operotion • took plroo in 0 spociol ro«a. ^n S3 aon 
by tho nceo of XLZR, a ahooaokor by profoasion. govo tho lnjootiona. 
Ho had takon up this post in tho hospital oa 0 sinplo SS prlTOto, 
but -..oa lotor preoetod to S3 * group loodor,' although practically 
a uoron. Ho also 
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received supploacntary food Rations and was awarded the Iron Gtobb. 
Ihore aero days when thio psychopath picked out victims fron tha 
wardc oa his own initiative, rithout instructions fron tha Gorman 
doctor, on whoa to practice his "technique". Ho was a coapleto 
sadist, torturing his victims with a n I nal-like brutality bofora put r. 
ting than to death. Lator it mas deoidod that his nerves had boon 
strained by "overwork" so an "assistant" was rcoruitod,a'Polish vc_. 
voluntoor, by tho ncao of PAWSZCZYK, H. 607 fron Craooo, nho wao 
transferred to Gomany during the winter of 1942 whoro ho prosuaably 
diod. "the injections Wwro thon sporcdioally adninisterod by "Sanit&ts- 
dionstgohilfen", or given by tho chief of the "infircary". Por a 
oortoin tine, anothor Pole nnm.d J-PZY SZYHKOT/I-K, Ho.15490, "funo- 
tioaod" voluntarily- he di~d in tho ousc^r of 1943- 

Iho injoctions were not only adninisterod to the uork and 
ill, but also to prisonoro in the political oeotion who wore oondon- 
ned to deaths Apart fron this, on one oootsion, two groups (th. first 
oonpos.d of 40 , th. secofd of 00 prisonoro) of young and strong youths 
botvoon tho ages of 13 and 16 yocrs oor. put to death, on tho ground 
that they uero "orphans" and could not bo oonsidored in the ornp as 
full-flodgod workers. 

In tho nutuen of 1942 ors- th. cassaore of the LUBLIN 
transports -hioh oausod great unroot in tho oaap. Ono of tho se¬ 
nt tcry service at..r.dan*s refuo-d to rdainiotor injections, stating 
that ho ::t>o as 3 S nar. and not a surdorer of ohildren. Anothor atten¬ 
dant had to be cueaoned to carry out tho Joe. T io affair oaus-d a 
lot of talk and stir os at least 15,000 to 20,000 jwoplo lost their 
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lives And even BERLIN asked for an explanation of the 
high mortality rate in the hospital .The her.d-dootor, *.7lR'rZ, 
disclaimed all knowledge of such events and laid the blame 
on the camp doctor v/hoae name was EI7Jr_ST, a German from 
the 10SEN district. A mock inquiry \:a3 hold at which v*it- 
nossea from the hospital administration had to testify 
and thg-list of the "deceased* were checked. As "punishment" 
the camp doctor wee simply transferred in the same capacity 
to the "3UNA"• As a result of all this, murdering by moans 
of injections stoppod for a while, although it wao resumed 
on a smaller scale soon afterwards for hopelessly sick canes. 
Ilcny of those condemned to the "syrin';s" were used as experi¬ 
mental material in the "Hygiono Institute" (Block 10). The 
infections doubtlessly frightoncd the prisoners from asking 
to bo admitted to the hospital* 

Another major danger in the camp was "delousing", 
as it was euphemistically called. The v.hole camp obviously 
v/co covered with lice and fleas anC larf.o disinfection 
programs were carried out. However, the results wore neVer 
apparent and our "washing" always come back almost as full 
of lice. Actually, the "delousing" was 
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Ail around the trucks SS sen Billed about like madmen, 
beating back the howling qrowd trying to lean out. Every 
time it was a terriblp pxperiegcq tft have to drag our 
friends tq the triicfc. Stoat of theta were quiet and bid us 
farewell, but neyep forgot to reninC ije: Jife po^ forget 
revenge." Under such conditions men's hearts turn to stone. 
Imagine a prisoner's killing his brother in one of the wards 
ae as to avoid his having to undergo the dreadful trip by 
truck. (I happen to know the names and immatriculatior. num¬ 
bers of these two particular prisoners). It can well bo 
imagined that we Just shrugged our shoulders when told the 
German fairy tales regarding the CAfYH incident. 

III. THE JB uS 

Originally, the oomp of AUSCIT.rlTZ was intonded 
only for Poles. It v/aa guarded by o. group of Germans (no 
more than 30 at the beginning) who had been transferred from 
a German concentration oa=P* They were prisoners as well 
but "camp veterans", if such on egression nay be used. 

Host of then had been ieprieonod cfl far back as 1934 and were 
all more or less professional criaincls. But as time went 
on AUSCHV7ITZ became more and more of on international camp 
and the first Jews started to arrive in 1541. They were 
immediately separated from the "Aryans" and quartered in 
special "blocks". Although at tho time systematic executions 


were 
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not an ©qtabliohci rule, It can be itafed that p.b a result of bod 
tyenjuept for jp sea, Capoe and foraeen (the najority of Goman origin 
bat often Poloe vbo wore onlietod by foTCo), a Jew - lrreepoctivo of 
hie physical condition - could not laet nore than tvo vooka. A young 
Jew, for lnetanao, who wa« robust enough to bo rblo to do hie work 
■on the doublo* (for exasple pushing a hoavlly laden vhoolbarrow) 
would toet probably bo unable to koep it up In the long run. If ho 
should ahow algna of boldly out, he would inovithbly be killod aooner 
or later by auch sistroateont aa being beaten with a ahowol or pick 
handle. 

In thoao days ell tho Jcwa had to work in tho "quarry aquad." 

At a trot they had to bring gravel on whoolbarrowa froo a pit about 

15 or 20 notora doop up a stoop alopo. At tho top, SS son and Onpoa 

chockod tholr work and tho apood at which it was CArriod out, and 

anyono conaidorod ae 'loafing* w-.a ainply puahod ovor backvarda when 

ho arrived at tho top ao that be cmahod back down tho incline With 

hie fully lndon barrow. Thia vna ono of tho guarda* favourlto paatinoa. 

Such troataont of Jowlata priaonora provallod froa tho tloo tho firat 

Jowa arrived at the caap until tho spring of 1142, wbon the firat lnrgo 

transports of Jowa (tona of thouaanda) bogan to arriTo and tho

oxtoralratian cropaign waa gottlng underway. At firat thoro woro few 
Jowa at tho c*®p, noat of than of Pollah origin, who had boon aont 
thoro along with othor Poles.

Inside thoy 
were equipped so as to croato the lcpresalon of bathing oatabllahaonta.

Tho executions took plaoo as-follows: each death oonroy oonslstod of 
awns 8 to 10 trucks packed with tho "solootoos;* tho oonroy was 
unguarded as tho whole frightful drana took place on orep torrltoxy. 

A prlrnto car containing tho c«cp dootor follnwod o-ch truck oonroy 
slnoo It wns conpulaory for hla to bo prosont at thoso uass oxocutIons- 
On tholr arrlrnl r.t tho gnsktag establlslxacnt, which wrj «ui .-oundod by 
a doublo brxbod wlro fonco, r.en, wonon, and chlldron ivd to oonplotoly 
undross. Ir.ch of then was glron a towel and a ploco of soap. Thon thoy 
woro driron Into tho barrack until It was oonplotoly flllod up. Every¬ 
thing wns horaotlcslly olosod, and spoolally tralnod SS units throw 
hydrocyanic tonbs through tho rontllation openings. Aftor nVnxt ton 
nlnutos tho doors were opondd, and a special squad oonposod oxcluslroly 
of Jows had to dear away tho b*dios and prororo for a now group of 
■solootoos." Tho orawitorla had not yot boon ©onstructod, pi though 
thoro wns a mall ono at AIEOHttTZ which, hnworor, wns not onployod 
for burning thoso twdlos. Kass graros woro dug at that tlao Into 
which tho corpsos woro slcply thrown. This continued Into tho nutunn 
of 1942. By this tine oxtorclmtlon by gat was being intensified and 
thoro was no no re tlno cron for such Bunnary burial. Bow upon row of

In 
alternative v&a to gather tho rocaina of tho unfortunato rictina Into 
heap a, p^r gasoline ovor th«, and leave It to tho flenea to finlah 
tho tragedy. Tho Lanenao (juantlty of hman aahoa thoa collootod wna 
car tod ovny In ovory dirootion to be acattorod over tho flelda vhoro 
thoaottmrtyra hr.d found tholr last roat. 

In tho aoentino, tho or«atoria had been flniahod and tho nunbor 
of arriv-la vr.a atoodlly inoroaaing. Ctaaing and burning voro corrlod 
out at record apood but tho eupply of coxraoa becano ao largo that 
occasionally thoy had to roaort to tho old oottod of opon ajr orenotien. 

It ia oatlar.tod that approxic-toly 1 l/2 nllllon Jova voro oxtomlnatod 
in thia Dcnnor.

Vo voro told by 
Dutch end

for occfc shop, concern, nr factory seised by tho Gomans an equivalent 
saurco of llTollhcod would be pat at their disposal.

This rosulted In considerable anounta of oanoy and valuables being 
brought to AUSCEV1TZ (neat of thee by Patch bankors and dlaoond corchcnts), 
nost of which was stolon by tho canp staff, SS non, and prlsonors. Tho 


c-ndcenod Jows Conor oily faeod tholr fato o-lnly, although those arriving 
In 1'43 had a cloaror idea of wbnt aval tod thee. Tho sporadic attempts 
at robolllon rnd nnss osoapo, whoa tho. frolght cars woro unloadod upon 
arrival, woro blecdily ropolled.

1 . Before 1939, the 3D Main Office va. divided into Central 

Dopnrtaonts. The Central Department II did not oxlet nu ono offico, 
but uco divided into Central Department 11,1 and 11,2. The Main 
Dopartncat Economic* (11,23) w R s *ubordlnated to tho Central Dopartnfint 


11 ,2. In Kay 1936 vhon I bocero Chiof of thi* Main Doper taont, it woo 
otlll conduotod under a camouflaged designation a* ST (Staff) IV, ntyl 
I ouiooquontly dcvolopod it. Hy task con*i*ted of creating an Infora at i 
Sorvico in tho field of econacic* which *hould bo able to ovorlook tho 
offocto of ooaeure* pa**ed by tho ocononio-politlcal leador'ahip, in ordoi 
to bo ablo to point to dangor# and wrong devolopiont* for tho futuro. 

2 . In 1936, when I joined the Central Department 11,2, I found 

Brio von dor Hoydo there already pro*ont a* a oonfidonco can in tho Main 
Dopertaont 11,23 of tho SD-Main Office. Ho *tood in a closo rolationsh: 
to Dr. Oorhard Silor*, thon Chiof of tho Industrial Department, who uood 
hie na informant for organisational questions including thoso of concorm 
oopcclally of Jarben, Jarbon used hie os a liaison non to vnrioun 

public agoacloa, this also to tho SD. Vhon Silors loft about 1938, von 
dor Hoydo stood in good relationship to Budolf May, nn official who : 
tonpovnrily worked in tho Industrial Dopartnont. In 3optoobor 1930, 
aftor tho reorganisation of tho SD, tho Econonlc Dopartoent chnngod lto 
none. Tho Main Department 11,23 was ronasod Soctlon Economics III D in 
Offico III. I furthor roaoinod chiof of Soction III D until tho ond of 
1944. Von dor Hoydo rocalnod in Soction III D as confidonco nan, howov 
by tho latest fren 1939 on ho no longor was usod. Howovor, ho maintain 
looso connection with Soction III D end tysolf. fron tho admlniotrativ 
viewpoint ho bolonged to Offico III. 

I was a noebor of the Circlo of 7ricnds of tho Hoich Tuohrbi 
SS fror. about 1942, 1943 on. Tho initial purposo of tho Cirolo was tp 
odvlno tho fuehrer in ooononic quostion* boforo and shortly aftor tho 
assumption of power. At this Mno (1932-1934), Eopplor was tho loading 
nan of the Circlo and the southploco to Hitlor. 

When Koplorb influonco diminished, tho Roloh fuohror ^S 
Hoinrich Hisaler took over tho Circle of frionds. _The original tank o 
tho Circlo changed inasmuch, as the Reich fuehrer So out of loyalty.to 
Oooring did not interfere with questions of oconoalo policy. Tho most 
oasontial reasons, why the Solch fuohror SS took over the Circlo of 
frionds, oro containod in tho following soction. In addition to that, 
tho Roich fuohror SS hod also diroct ocononlo intordst* not concerning 
ocononic policy and thoreforo it was convenient for him to havo thbno 
nccolo. who wero important to his, in a Circlo th t belongod to him,
